New Orieans, La., December 13.—Two ne- 
groes arrested for*the murder of a store- 
keeper named Babin, at St. Gabriel, La., 
were lynched tonight. The proof of their 
guilt was conclusive, and popular indigna- 
tion was great. 

Sheriff Brown, fearing a jail delivery, 
put the blacks on the Texas and Pacific 
train to be taken to New Orleans for safe- 
keeping. 

The people stopped the train six miles be- 
low Plaquemine, locked up the conductor 
and the deputy sheriff, took the negroes 
off and hanged them in the woods. 


WILL SENTENCE DURRANT AGAIN 


Murderer of Blanche Lamont and Min-_ 


nic Williams To Appear in Court. 

San Francisco, December 13.—U pon. mo- 
tion of District Attorney Barner, W. H. T. 
Durrant, the murderer of Blanche Lamont 
and Minnie Williams, was ordered by 
Judge Bahers to reappear for sentence on 
Wednesday morning. 

Mrs. Alice Hartley, who killed Senator 
Foley at Reno several years ago, at the 
conclusion of Rev. J. George Gibson's gser- 
mon in Emanue! Baptist church last night, 
dramatically declared that she had a mes- 
Sage from Gou to the effect that Durrant’s 
life should be saved and it was the duty of 
the congregation to save him. 

Rev. Gibson, Who was Durrant’s pastor, 
refused to see the condemned man’s moth- 
er when she called with a message from 
her son asking the preacher to tell all he 
Knew about the murders in Emanuel 
church. A final appeal for a commutation 
of the sentence of death will be made to 
Governor Budd this week. 


A LIFE TIMER IS PARDONED. 


Governor Pingree Releases a Man Who 
Killed a Woman. 

Jackson, Mich., December 13.—Edgar Ed- 
ward Rogers, who was sent to the state 
prison from Saginaw, in August, 1891, for 
life, has been pardoned by Governor Pin- 
gree. Rogers's sister will take him to her 
home in California. He had a family in 
New York city, but left home during a 
drinking spell. 

At Saginaw he became infatuated with a 
woman, whom he killed because she refus- 
ed to marry him. 


HE BLEW OFF HIS GIRL’S HEAD. 


Made His Escape, but Has Been Cap- 
tured. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 13.—(Special.)— 
Sixteen months ago, a few miles from Ral- 
eigh, James Booker, alias Chairs, a negro 
who was the rejected lover of Mahala 
White, a servant girl employed by Mr. R. 
S. Tucker, of Raleigh, blew out Mahala’s 
brains. He went to the girl's home one 
morning and demanded that she marry 
him. She refused and he blew off the top 
of her head, He escaped, though all roads 
were guarded. He was outlawed. He was 
arrested at Baltimore today and Governor 
Russell today made requisitiou for him.

WANT MRS. LUETGERT’S BODY. 


Attorneys for the Sausage Maker Will 
Fall Back on Old Common Law. 


Chicago, December 13.—Attorneys Har- 
mon and Riese, in their defense of A. L. 
Luetgert, have decided to base a strong 
fight on the point of the corpus delicti. 
They have been making a special study of 
the law covering this point. 

They will contend for the principle of 
common law enunciated years and years 
ago by Lord Hale, that a man cannot be 
convicted where the corpus delicti and the 
offense are both proved by circumstantial 
evidence. Either the body must be pro- 
duced or the murder proved to have been 
committed, and proved by direct testimony.

SMALL CHANCE FOR A CHANGE. 


Democrats Wouli Favor a Complete 
Repeal of Civil Service Law. 
Washington, December 13.—The outlook 
for changing the c'vil service law is be.ng 
actively canvassed among republican mem- 
bers of the house as a resuit of the con- 
ference held Saturday night. The mem- 
bers of the spec.al committee having the 
matter in charge, are trying to so shape 
a bill that it. will command the support 

of a number of divergent elements. 

One of these is the democratic minority, 
which, combined with the republicans op- 
posed to the present law, would be strong 
enough to carry a bill. But in canvassing 
the stuation it has been found that dem- 
ocratic members would favor a complete 
repeal of the law, but would oppose any- 
thing short of a repeal. 

As the republican movement is not to- 
ward complete repeal, but rather tor mod- 
ification of the law, there appears tu Le no 
basis by which the anti-civil serv-ce re- 
formers of both parties can unite. It is 
claimed, however, that a modification bill 
will receive the vote of two-thirds of the

FLEMING VOTES 70 
SUSTAIN HEPBURN 


Ohio Democrat Wanted To Change The. 


Congressional Record. 


NORTON LOST BY A PARTY VOTE 


Georgian Voted with the Republicans 
on the Unimportant Question. 


/ 
NEARLY TWO HOURS GIVEN TO THE DEBATE 


Political Lines Were Closely Drawn 
Before a Final Disposition of the 
Question Was Made. 


Washington, December 13.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Fleming, of Georgia, was in 
some respects the star performer at to- 
day's session of the house. On a question 
of a personal nature between ‘‘Doo’ Nor- 
ton, an Ohio democrat, and Hepburn, of 
Iowa, one of the republican\leaders, Flem- 


ing took the Hepburn side of the contro- 
versy, was cheered by the republicans and 
criticised by his colleagues, and when it 
came to vote, was the only democrat to 
vote with the republicans. 

Nearly three hours of the time of the 
house was devoted to an interesting, if 
not important, discussion over a provused 
correction of The Record. 

During the debate over the pension ap- 
propriation bill Nortom had declared that 
by the regulation of the pension office most 
old soldiers were either rejected or were 
made to commit moral and legal perjury 
to get on the pension roll. When valled to 
task for his broad assertion as embodied 
in that word ‘‘most,’’ Norton had declared 
that he had meant to use the werd 
“many.” When The Record came out it 
was discovered that the original sentence 
of Norton’s speech had been changed so 
as to read ‘“‘many’” and Hepburn moved 
today that The Record be corrected so as 
to conform to the notes taken by the ste- 
nographer. 

This precipitated an acrimonious debate 
between Norton and Hepburn, the demo- 
crat making a savage attack upon the re- 
publican for the spirit he had manifested. 
Norton also declared he did not believe 
he had used the word ‘‘most’’ and was dis- 
posed to charge it to the stenographers. 
He took the position that it was all right 
for a member to torrect his remarks in 
the proof as he had done 

All of this may seem unimportant to the 
country at large, but the democrats con- 
tended that it was a dangerous precedent 
to permit the majority to correct or change 
The Record simply because it had the 
power to pass such a motion, while the 
republicans took the position that the great- 
est essential was for The Record to be 
an accurate report of the proceedings. 

‘Tt finally eettled down to. a discussion 
in which political lines were drawn. Then 
Fleming made a long and a strong speech 
in°favor of the republican contention, and 
when the vote was taken by ayes and 
nays, was the only one on the democratic 
side to vote in favor of Hepburn’s motion. 

After the Star Routers. 

Congressman Tate believes there is some- 
thing radically wrong in the present sys- 
tem of letting the postoffice star route 
contracts, and he has introduced a bill 
which be believes will correct some of the 
evils. Under the operations of the present 
method a lot of people here in Washington 
have made small fortunes by bidding off the 
contracts and subletting them to people 
who get little or nothing out of it; and the 
result, or one result, is thar the people do 
not get nearly as efficient service as they 
have a right to expect, in view of the 
large amount of money which the govern- 
ment expends annually. 

“My bill,”’ explained Mr. Tate, in talking 
of his measure, ‘‘provides that star route 
contracts must be let to persons residing 
in some one of the counties through which 
the routes run; that is, that each contract 
shall be so let, the contractor in each in- 
stance’ being a person residing in the 
county or some one of the counties through 
which the route runs. I am going to press 
that bill and I believe I can pass it, for it 
is just and right. 

“You see,’’ continued the congressman 
from the ninth, “the government under the 
present system does not get value received 
for the money it pays out, and the people 
along these routes are not getting as good 
service as they would get if the money 
which the government pays all went to the 
local carrier. The practice which permits 
a lot of men here in Washington to/go in 
and bid off the contracts and sublet them 
at low figures to local men has made a lot 
of the original bidders rich. As I see it, 
this should not be possible. It is diverting 
the money from the channejs through which 
it ought to go. The men who do the work 
and who are in reality responsible for the 
distribution of the mails ought to get that 
money if it is going to be paid out, and if 
they did get it they would be able to give 
much better service. The only people who 
would be hurt by the enactment of my Dill 
would be those men up here who are get- 
ting rich doing nothing. By confining the 
bids to local men we would better the ser- 
vice and I believe would save money to 
the government, at the same time giving 
to the local carriers better pay than they 
are now getting.”’ 

That is a bill which is sure to call out 
a pretty strong lobby, as there are more 
people than you think interested in these 
star routes. Those who live in the cities 
and along the lines of the railroads are not 
particularly interested in this branch of 
the postal work, but the star routes come 
home to the people in the country and any- 
thing that will better their mail facilities 
will be hailed with delight. 

Free Rural Delivery. 

Judge Griggs is working to that end also 
in his bill for the extension of free rural 
mail delivery. All the experiments made 
on this Hine by the postoffice department 
have demonstrated that the delivery of 
mail in the country districts is possible. 
Judge Griggs is a member of the commit- 
tee on postoffices and post roads and is 
making a close study of the problem in the 
light of the experiments which have been 


mude by the postal authorities with a view 


to getting at the best and most practical 
method of getting at the results desired. 
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BCKELS AGREES — 


Ex-Comptroller Declares President Did 
Not Go Far Enough. 


SAYS NOTHING 1S IMPOSSIBLE 


Declares That Green: backs Can and 
Should Be Retired at Once. 


HE WOULD ISSUE MORE GOLD BONDS 


Cieveland’s Appointee Asserts That 
Something Will Be Done with the 
Financial Question Now. 


St. Louis, December’ 13.—Comptroller 
of the Currency James H. Eckels, when 
asked toda yNit’ he agreed with the recom- 
mendations as to the currency made by 
President McKinley in his recent message 
to congress, said: 


“I think they are very good as far as 
they go. He Moes not go far enough, in my 
opinion, when he says certain things ought 
to be done if possible. Things that ought 
to be done should be done, especially when 
they so vitally touch the country’s business 
life, The president admits that the $346,000, 
000 of greenbacks and $12,000,000 Sherman 
legal tenders should be taken up and wou!ld., 
I dare say, like to see it done; but it is a 
conditional problem with him. Those notes 
are simply a dgbt and the only way to get 
rid of a debt is to pay it.”’ 

“How would you pay such a vast sum at 
One time?’ 

“T would issue long term 2% per cent 
gold bonds and call those tenders in. Then 
these issues could be made gold certif- 
icates.”’ : 

“Will congress take any decisive action 
on the currency question?’ 

“Sentiment.in favor of itS doing so is 
growing at Washington and I think the 
result will be some kind of action along 
the line of the president's suggestions.” 

“Will the Dingley bill produce enough 
revenue to pay current e;penses?’’ 

“All tariff bills are problematical. So 
far the bill has not been the success pre- 
dicted for it; but as times improve, the 
revenues will increase, and it may produce 
better results.’’ 


Eckels Speaks in St. Louis. 


St. Louis, December 13—Comptroller 
James H. Eckels, who is in the city as the 
guest of the Commercial Club, delivered a 
speech before that body tonight, taking 
as his subject “A Great Nation's Weak- 
ness.”’ 

He said in part:

“The banks of the country are strong 
enough to undertake the issue of all the 
“credit currency that circulates. If they are 

» too weak to support a safely guarded bank 
note issue based on assets by which the 
commercial needs of the country only can 
be responded to, the government is no less 
weak. The insolvency of the one wouid 
mark the insolvency of the other, for when 
a point is reached where the combined 
assets of the country’s banks will not’ bear 
the volume of currency needed to carry on 
the country’s business, the government, as 
well as the individual, will be hopelessly 
involved in bankruptcy.” - 


ANTI-HANNA MEN REJOICE. 


Eleven Ohio Republican Legislators 
Say They Are Against the Boss. 
Columbus, O., December 13.—(Special.)— 
The anti-Hanna republicans here, who, it 
was thought, had practically abandoned 
the fight against Hanna’s return to the 
senate, are jubilant today over what they 
claim is the close of a deal that will make 
a deadlock in the senatorial election and 
ultimafely compel his adherents to aban- 
don him or see the anti-Hanna republicans 
join with the democrats and select a man 
of their choice. It is announced that 
Charles L. Kurtz, the leader of the anti- 
Hanna forces, has letters from eleven re- 
publican members of the legislature who 
assure him that they will not vote for 
Hanna. If they do not, of course, Senator 
Hanna cannot be elected. Mr. Kurtz left 
the city Saturday ostensibly for the east, 
but it is known that he is busy at work 
marshalling his forces agatnst Senator 

Hanna. !

SANGUILLY GOES 
OVER 10 SPAIN 


Semi-Officially Announced That Cuba 
Loses a General. 


HE WILL JOIN GENERAL BLANCO 


Cuban Junta Has Suspected His Loy- 
alty for Some Time. 


ISLANDERS WILL PETITION M’KINLEY 


They Want the United States To Es- 
tablish a Protectorate Over the 
Island at Once.

Havana via Key West, Fla., 
13.—It is announced 
General Sanguilly, the insurgent leader, 
has written to Marshal Blanco tendering 
his services unconditionally. 

Some of the richest Spaniards of Cuba 
have he!d further meetings here, at Cien- 
fuegos and at Sagua, to consider the ad- 
visability of sending a petition to Presi- 
dent McKinley asking for the establish- 
ment of a United States protectorate over 
Cuba, if. within six months, the govern- 
ment’s plans for the pacification of the 
island give no results. 

Advices from Madrid seem to show that 
Deputy Amblard will be entrusted with the 
task of making new proposais to the Cu- 
ban junta when he reaches New York. He 
is said to have informed the Spanish min- 
isters that he counted upon the adherence 
of General Sanguilly to the new order of 
things and if it is true that the latter has 
offered his services to the captain general 
the influence of Amblard at Madrid will 
be great:y increased. 

A dispatch recently received here from 
Madrid says that the autonomy cabinet 
for Cuba will not be formed until the re- 
formists.and autonomists unite in one 
party, and it is added that the reformist 
deputw, Amblard, who is now in Madrid, 
will on his arrival in New York offer to 
Manuel Rafael Angulo, a member of the 
Cuban revolutionary junta, a portfolio in 
the new autonomy cabinet fn order to tin- 
duce him to return to Cuba. 

New York, December 13.—At the Cuban 
junta headquarters, and from other sources 
here, it was learned that Sanguilly’s loyal- 
ty to the Cuban cause had been under 
suspicion for some time and that his re- 
ported action in offering his services un- 
conditiona!ly to General Blanco was by no 
means a surprise. 

Delegate Tomas Bstrada Palma, how- 
ever, speaking for publication, said he 
could hardly believe Sanguilly had capitu- 
lated, but that he did not attach much im- 
pertance to the report, even if true. 

A Cuban merchant prominent among the 
revolutionists fn this cfty said Sanguilty 
was not likely to go over again within the 
insurgent lines, and that whatever action 
he had taken would have no effect upon 
che insurgent leaders still In the fleld. 

General Sanguilly was in New York until 
about a week ago. It was said at the 
junta that Senor Angulo, referred to in the 
djspatch, was not a member of that body, 
which consists of only four members. Senor 
Angulo, according to the same authority, 
is a Cuban lawyer and man of letters, who 
is one of the editors of a, journal called 
Cuba published in this city. This paper 
has been published in Spanish for the last 
has been published in Spanish for the 
three weeks. Today it appears in English. 
It. is directed by Senor Escovar, “formerly 
of La Discussion in Havana, and advocates 
the acceptance of the autonomy offers. It 
has no connection with the junta.

The commissioners sent by General Pan- 
do to parts of the island with instructions 
to negotiate with the insurgents for their 
acceptance of the autonomous form uf gov- 
ernment proposed by Spain have not re- 
turned in a single case, which seems to 
confirm the reports that some of them 
have been hanged by the insurgents and 
others have elected to remain with the 
enemy. 

It is reported that Juan Delgado, the 
insurgent leader, has hanged the two ccm- 
missioners who were sent to him with 
peace propositions. 

During the recent engagement at Cai- 
man, on the south coast, the insurgent 
leader, Collazo, was wounded. Today ten 
armed insurgents surrendered there. 

During a skirmish on the river Seco, 
near Guines, this province, the well-known 
insurgent leader, Piritte, was killed, to- 
gether with a lieutenant and two pri- 
vates. 

The insurgent colonel, Antonio Lopez Pe- 
rez. surrendered several days ago in the 
province of Santa Clara.

Berlin, December 13.—In the _ reichstag 
today Eugene Richter, the radical leader, 
maintained that the affair with Hayti 
proved that the German navy was ade- 
quate to the demands likely to be made 
upon it. He opposed the proposition to 
increase the allowance of the imperial 
chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, whom he at- 
tacked for failing to promise the repeal 
of the prohibition against political resolu- 
tions. : 

The chancellor replied that he still hoped 
that before the civil code of Prussia was 
enforced some arrangement would be ar- 
rived at to repeal the prohibition alluded to. 

The house then adjourned. 


TRIBESMEN SURROUND TROOPS. 


British Soldiers Were Obliged To En- 
trench and Fight. 


Simla, December 13.—Genera! Kempster’s 
rear guard, according to official dispatches 
from the front, while transporiing a num- 
ber of wounded, was cut off by the tribes- 
men on Saturday near Sher-Khel and was 
obliged to entrench for the night. 

In the morning there was severe fighting, 
but the British finally rushed the village 
and dislodged the enemy. 

The highlanders lost four killed and four- 
teen wounded and there was several cas- 
ualties among the sepoys before the rear 
guard of the brigade was finally relieved.

Occurs This Afternoon. 


MANY MESSAGES OF SYMPATHY 


Members of the Cabinet and Other Of- 
ficials Will Be Present. 


SERVICES WILL TAKE PLACE AT CHURCH 


Telegrams and Floral Offerings Reach 
the Old Family Home All 
Day Long. 


Canton, O., December 13.—The funeral of 
Mrs. McKinley is to be held Tuesday af- 
ternoon at 1 o’clock at the First Methodist 
Episcopal church, of which the deceased 
had long been a faithful member. 

It was the preference of the immediate 
relatives of the deceased to have brief, 
private services at the old McKinley home- 
stead, but in answer to the urgent request 
of neighbors, old-time friends and mem- 
bers of the church they yielded their de- 
s.res and consented to have public services. 
Information is definite here that all the 
members of the cab’net, with the exception 
of Secretary Gage, will be present. Vice 
President Hobart has just announced that 
he cannot come. ' 

The officials from Washington will reach 
Canton on Tuesday morning. Telegrams 
of condolence are pouring in by the hun- 
dreds today. 

Early this morning President McKinley 
took a brisk walk in the bracing air for 
exercise. Every pedestran that met. him 
lifted his hat. The indications now are 
that the funeral will be the largest ever 
held in Canton. Business will practically 
be suspended in the city. All the churches 
will be represented at the service and dis- 
tinguished men wll be present from all 
parts of the country. 

Rev. Dr. Manchester, pastor of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s church, will make a very brief 
address in order to permit the pastors of 
other churches time to express sentiment. 

The casket bearing the earthly remains 
is already nearly buried in a sea of flow- 
ers. All the morning express wagons have 
been carrying their loads of floral offer- 
ings to the memory of the beloved de- 
parted. They come to Miss Helen Mc- 
Kinley, the president’s sister, who through 
all the trials of the past ten days has 
searcely left the bedside of her dying moth- 
er day or night. But messages of sympa- 
thy and tokens of reverential regard come 
from greater distance than flowers. The 
wires and mails are overloaded with kind 
words of condolence in tribute of memory 
of a model American mother. 

Pres‘dent Faure, of France; American 
ambassadors abroad, United States con- 
suls, the ambassadors of other countries 
stationed at Washington, governors of 
states, judges, United States senators, con- 
gressmen and othen public officials, Grand 
Army posts and friends by the thousands 
from ail parts of the civilized world have 
sent expressions of their sympathy to the 
home of the departed mother of the presi- 
dent of the United States, | 

The funeral services will begin with a” 
chant. “Still, Still With Thee,” by the 
Aeolean quartet, which will render all of 
the music of the service. This will be fol- 
lowed by prayer by Rev. E. P. Herbruck. 
Two hymns which were especial favorites 
of Mother McKinley have been chosen to 
be rendered by the quartet. Rev. Dr. Mil- 
ligan, of the Presbyter‘an church, will 
announce ‘‘Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” and 
Rev. Roper, @f the Baptist church ‘Nearer 
My God to Thee.”’ The quartet will also 
render ‘Lead, Kindly Light.” A scriptural 
lesson will be read by Rev. John Hall, of 
Trinity Lutheran church, and a brief ad- 
dress will be delivered by Rev. Dr. Man- 
chester. Benediction will be pronounced 
by Rev. Dr. McAfee, of the Broad Street 
Methodist church of Columbus, who was 
the president’s pastor while he was gover-. 
nor of Ohio. 

After the services an opportunity will be 
given the congregation to view the re- 
mains.

REVOLTING MILITARY ORDER RECENTLY ISSUED 


Commandant Who Makes the Inhabi- 
tants Prisoners in Their Own 
Houses—Weyler Outdone. 


Havana, Cuba, December 13.—(Special.)—It 
It is the same old Spain, whether repre- 
sented by Blanco or Weyler! 

Notwithstanding the profuse talk of 
amity and brotherhood which has been 
indulged in by those who see the falling 
condition of Spain, there are numerous 
irstarc<s to prove that the same old rigors 
are practiced. 

Bribery Trial Upon. 

The first effort to reach Cuba was not by 
honorable approach to her’ people, but 
sought, by bribery, through the hand of 
General Pando to lead the leaders astray. 
But not one surrendered to this proffer, 
and the Cubans stand united as before. 

War Still Exists. 

That General Blanco réalizes that he has 
war upon his hands is evidenced by military 
orders hourly issued. Among the latest is 
a@ proclamation of the military commander 
of Neuvitas, Augustin LaTorre y Rivas, 
which reads as follows: 

“Article 1 Any one who with the object 
of producing alarm, shoots off torpedoes or 
firearms within the town, at the moment it 
snould be menaced by the enemy, shall be 
shot. 

“Art. 2. The same punishment will be in- 
curred by any citizen, without distinction 
of sex or age, who try to go out of his 
house, or even on his porch. There will be 
excepted from this prohibition the em- 
ployees of the government, volunteers and 
firemen. If the attack or siege should last, 
the tamilies will be notified so that one 
person alone will be able to gw out in the 
streets, at a determined hour, to look for 
the necessities of subsistance, returning in 
the shoriest possible time to his house. 

“Art. 3. It is also forbidden, under the 
same penalty, that any resident or em- 
ployee of any business to raise any fag 
Other than the national one. If any consul 
or other representative consiaers himself 
injured by this prohibition, he should come 
to me. 

“Art. 4. It is further prohibited for any 
family, excepting those of volunteers, fire- 
men and government employees, to take! 
refuge in the ’§ forts and station houses. 
These named will have to have my special 
order. If any fort or station house should 
be invaded by families that have not my 
rder to that effect, they should be pre- 
vented at all costs, making use of arms in 
the last extreme.”’

New York, Decembef 13.—Charles Butler, 
philanth.opist and lawyer, died at his ome 
in this city today. Mr. Butler was born at 
Kinderhook Lending in February, 1802. His 
mother was a deseendant of Oliver Crom- 
well. 

Mr. Butler entered the law office of Mar- 
tin Van Buren in his native town. Then 
he settled in Geneva, N. -¥. 

In 1825 Mr. Butier teok a stage journey 
across Ohio and Indiai:. He closed tis 
trip at a little village of 200 inhabitants at 
the southern end of Lake Michigan. In 
1X33 he said that this iittl- village wor. 
some day be the largest inland city of 
America. Two vears later he send his 
brother-in-law, William B. Ogden, to r.ake 
h's residence there, and when the little 
village became the city of Chicago, Mr. 
Ogden was its first mayor. 

In 1834 Mr. Butler came to this city and 
entered upon the practice of law. His 
philanthropy was far-reaching. He helped 
found the protestant naif erphan asylum 
and the sub-union theological seminary in 
1835. The next vear he joined the council of 
the New York university, on which he 
served several times as president. He was 
one of the founders of the Union league 
Club in this city, a member of tne Sons of 
the Revolution. the New England Society 
and other organizations. 

In March, 1896, Mr. Butler gave to the 
Unton Theological seminary $100,%0 to found 
the Edward Robinson chair Jf Uiblical 
theology. At the same time he gave $100,- 
000 to the New York university.

IS NOW IN-SESSION 


Seventeehth Annual Meeting Was Opened 
in Nashville Yesterday. 


NINETY DELEGATES PRESENT 


President Gompers Called the Body To 
. Order and Starts the Work. 


HIS ADDRESS WAS FULL OF INTEREST 


Reports of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer Are Submitted and Show 
Growth of the Order. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 13.—The 
American Federation of Labor began its 
seventeenth annual session in this city 
today, with an attendance of more than 
one hundred delegates from different states, 
and an equal number of visitors. 

Havelock Wilson and Edward Harfcrd, 
delegates from England, .were introduced 
by the president. Mr. Wilson is a member 
of parliament, and Mr. Harford is exrsecre- 
tary of the Railway Employees’ organiza- 
tion. 

William Aimison, of the local Typograph- 
ical Union, delivered an address of welcome 
in behalf of the labor organizations of the 
city. He referred to the struggles in the 
interest of labor and paid a high tribute to 
the men who have worked long and faith- 
fully in the cause. 

President Gompers responded, thanking 
Mr. Aimison and the labor organizations 
for the hearty welcome accorded. The re- 
port of the committee on.credentials was 
presented, after which President Gompers 
read his annual address. He said: 

“With two exceptions, all vur affiliated 
national unions report a large increase of 
lecal unions, and ite~amembership. There is 
an increase of about 4,000 members in the 
organizations affiliated. 

“It has been the constant aim to organ‘ze 
our fellow workers engaged in unskilled 
labor. With the invention of new machines 
and the applications of new forces, the 
division and subdivision of labor, many 
workers who have been employed at skill- 
ed trades find themselves with their occu- 
pation gone, and to which they have de- 
voted long terms of years to acquire. It is 
a source of gratification to report that 
within the past year a very large number 
of labor unions for unskilled workers have 
been formed, and from them much larger 
trade unions. 

“There have been quite a number of 
strikes within the past year, but the change 
in the causes which have produced them 
are worthy of note. The strikes of this 
year with few exceptions have been for 
nigher wages, shorter hours and the ex- 
tension and recognition of union, principles. 
Our organizations report, with gratifying 
unanimity, the very large number of suc- 
cesses achieved, advantages gained and the 
growth and extension of the power of or- 
ganization enjoyed. 

“The movement to reduce the hours of 
labor is always one which commands the 
first attentian of organized labor. 

“We hold that no condition is satisfactory, 
nor any solution complete which fails to 
eliminate the curse and the degrading in- 
fluences of non-employment, and so long 
as this evil shal! be with as our best ef- 
forts will be concentrated to the reduction 


of the hours of labor of all until the desired 
end is attained. 

“The establishment of a postal savings 
bank system and also a postal telegrapn 
System, long since demanded by organized 
labor, seems nearer accomplishmgnt that at 
any previous time, 

“It is submitted whether it would not be 
wise to modify our position in so far as 
to interpose no objection to the passage of 
a law providing for compulsory arbitration 
in disputes between the organized em- 
ployees of the railroads and the railroad 
Pcompanies and the giving of an award by 
such lawful arbitrators: but we should 
hesitate to give our indorsement to any 
legislation, state or national, empowering 
the compulsory enforcement of an award 
— = specific enforcement of a contract 

o labor. 


“Recently one of the branches of the 
federal courts decided by a majority vote 
that the boycott is iNegal. The suggestion 
is made that upon any letter or circular 
issued upon a matter of this character, 
after stating the name of the unfair firm 
and the grievance complained of. the words 
‘we have been enjoined by the courts from 
boycotting this concern’ could be added 
with advantage.”’ 

The federation then adjourned until 2:15 
o'clock p. m. At the afternoon session 
Secretary Morrison presented his report, 
showing an increase in receipts of $2,349 
over the previous year. An extra amount 
had been expended in organization and 
34.280 new meémbers were enrolled. The 
gveatest item of expense was $3,593 for 
vrganization, and of this $2,000 had been 
used in sending organizers among the 
miners during the great strike. Expenses 
tor the year were $19,113. 

The report stated The Federationist, the 
organ of the federation, had been increased 
in size at an increased expensc, but receipts 
had exceeded expenditures, During 
year the report states 276 strikes had been 
Officially noticed, involving 165,407 workers. 
Of these 189 were won, 31 compromised and 
33 lost. During the year 217 charters were 
issued to national, state, central, local and 
federal labor un‘ons. Two charters for state 
federations were issued to Ohio and Mis- 
sourl. The report states the indications are 
favorable for a continuance of the use of 
labels. The secretary recommends that the 
per capita tax on local and federal labor 
unions to the federation be increased from 
1 to 5 cents per member. 

Treasurer John B. Lennon submitted his 
report, showing the income of the federa- 
tion from November 1, 1896, to November 1, 
1897, was $21,808 and the expenses $19,113, 
leaving a balance in the treasury of $2,634, 
which, added to $1,000 now in the hands of 
the secretary, gives a total balance of $3,694. 
The report was referred to the committee 
on treasurer’s report. 

President Gompers announced his regu- 
lar committees. 

All resolutions offered under the pro- 
gramme were referred to committees. The 
credentials committee made an additional 
report showing 9 delegates had reported. 
Convention adjourned until 9 o’clock to- 
morrow. 

The delegates will be well entertained 
while here. They will be given a barbecue 
tomorrow night and an oppossuth supper 
Thursday evening.

NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 


Department of Commerce Will Be Rec- 
ommended at the Session. 


Washington, December 13.—The annual 
meeting of the national board of 
will begin at the Shoreham hotel in this 
city tomorrow at noon. 

A number of matters of national! interest 
will be. considered, among them the pre- 
sentation to congress of a pooling bill and 
the recommendation for a department of 
commerce. Just what action will be taken 
on these measures cannot be predicted. 

The advocates of the pooling bill are to be 
found chiefly among the eastern delegates, 
while the opposition to the measure will 
come from the south and west. 

The bill as a whole is in favor of estab- 
lishing the department .of.commerce, and 
it is rumored this measure has the ap- 
proval of President McKinley and that a 
message will be sent to congres on the 
subject soon after the ist of January. This, 
however, cannot be confirmed from any 
official source.

GREW OUT OF A NEGRO’S CASE 


Attcrney Polhill, When It Was Called, 
Announced He Was Not Counsel. 


JUDGE FELTON OBJECTED TO HIS ACTION 


Stating That He Should Not Abandon 
His Client—Then the Exchange 
of Remarks. 


Macon, Ga. December 13.—(Special.)— 
Judge W. H. Felton, of the superior court, 
and Lawyer Hope C. Polhill became en- 
tangled in a very lively colloquy this af- 
ternoon in open court, which grew rather 
personal before it ended, almost in denun- 
ciations. It seems Mr. Polhill was put 
down on the docket as attorney for a ne- 
gro who was to appear for trial in a minor 
case. When the case was called Mr. Pol- 
hill arose and stated he was not in charge 
of it. 

Judge Felton replied that he thought Mr. 
Polhill was in charge and would so rule, 
since the case had been docketed by him. 
He remarked further that such manner of 
practicing law as abandoning a client in 
open court would not be allowed in that 
court. 

Mr. Polhill replied that owing to a mis- 
understanding between the negro and him- 
self he had not engaged himself to argue 
the case, the idea being that he would re- 
ceive no pay for the work. 

“Tat is a matter fer you and your con- 
science,’ said Judge Felton, rather curtly. 

“My conscience, sir, and my action in 
this matter are in smooth adjustment,” re- 
plied Mr. Polhill, with increasing impulse. 

“Some peopie’s consciences are easily ada- 
justed,”" came the retort from the bench. 
“NOw, I appoint you as counsel in this case. 
Please proceed with it.’’ 

Mr. Polhill stated that he had served his 
apprenticeship at such practice and de- 
clined to take up the case. The court ap- 
pointed other counsel. 

There was intense interest in the colloquy 
in the courtroom.

An Infernal Machine. 


Yesterday afternoon C. A. Josephson 
and Charles Bodwell were blown elmost to 
death by an infernal machine which they 
found on the railroad track. while out for 
@ Sunday afternoon’s stroll. . 

They were walking down the Southern 
railway track when they noticed close be- 
side the rail a queer looking concern atout 
the size of a goose egg.

When Josephson came 
around to himself he noticed that he was 
about ten feet from the scene of war. 
He had one good hand and a poor apology 
for a stub where another hand used to be.

They have been en- 
tertained by doctors today. 


NEARLY MOBBED THE DOCTORS. 


Savannah Negroes Thought Bodies of 
Their Race Were Being Dissected. 

Savannah, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)— 
The police had to be called to the St. 
James dispensary, on West’ Broad street, 
this afternoon to kvep the place from be- 
ing attacked by a mob of negroes. The 
dispensary has been recently established 
in the neighborhood south of the Central 
depot by a number of enterprising physi- 
cians and is conducted as a semi-charitable 
enterprise. Some negro boys climbed a tel- 
egraph pole and looked in the second story 
window of the dispensary. They reported 
to their companions that two negro children 
were on the tables being cut up by the 
doctors. The report spread like wildfire, 
and in a short while hundreds of negroes 
began gathering from Robertsville, Frog- 
town and Yamacraw. 

As a matter of fact there was no one 
in the building except the young lady clerk. 
The negroes were not satisfied with her 
answers to their inquiries and became very 
threatening in their manner. She telephoned 
oné of the dispensary physicians, who noti- 
fied the police. A squad was sent to the 
scene in charge of Lieutenant Owen Reilly. 
The negroes were unruly and had to be 
dispersed several times and several negroes 
were arrested. The dispensary was closed 
for the rest of the day. The negroes were 
firmly of the belief that the dispensary 
physicians had kidnaped negro children 
for purposes of dissection. 

Hundreds were gathered along West 
Broad street tonight discussing the mat- 
ter. 


CONFESSED HE KILLED BLiTCH. 


Zack Holmes Tells All When He Is 
Identified. 

Waycross, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)— 
Zack Holmes, the negro who was recent- 
ly arrested in Marion county, Florida, 
identified at Willacoochee, Ga., as the mur- 
derer of Turpentine Operator J. N. 
Blitch several years ago near Willacoochee, 
Ga., and is at present in the county jail 
here, has confessed his identity and his 
crime. He says he was drunk when he 
shot Mr. Blitch and knew nothing of the 
crime till next morning, when a negro 
came to where he was in hiding and told 
him of the murder. Holmes_says he left 
for South @arel'na and remained there for 
some time and then went to Florida. When 
he was arrested by Sheriff Hodge, of Ma- 
rion county, he denied being Zack Holmes 
and disclaimed knowledge of the murder. 
After he was identified at Willacoochee 
he still denied his identity till Mr. L. Car- 
ter, of Odum, for whom he formerly work- 
ed, identified him. 

The negro then confessed. He will prob- 
ably remain in jail here until the spring 
term of court, when he will be tried for his 
life. His plea is that he was too drunk to 
be held responsible for his actions.

Mrs. Chapman, Who Mystertously Left 
Her Husband in Rutledge, 


IS FOUND IN TULA, MEXICO 


Resents the Stories Which Have Been 
Set Afloat. 


SAID SHE WAS UNHAPPY IN GEORGIA 


In a Far Off Country She Seeks the 
Opportunity To Begin Life Anew. 
Thinks She Knows Best. 


Tula, Mexico, December 13.—(Special.)—A 
pretty, chatty Httle woman is Mrs. M. A. 
Chapman, whose former home is in 
Georgia. 

The story of the departure of this lady 
from Rutledge, Ga.; of her disappearance 
from Atlanta, and the hard struggle by 
which she “escaped the quarantines of four 
states, in order to reach this place, has al- 
ready been told. 

But Mrs, Chapman is not altogether sat- 
isfied with some of the suggestions which 
have been made, and as her vindication, 
speaks freely for The Constitution. She 
says: 

“As such wide notoriety has been given in 
the newspepers as to the fact that I left my 
home without the knowledge of my imme- 
diate family, I wish to speak for myself. I 
did not take that step without considera- 
tion, nor without good and sufficient cause, 
which if known would be my exculpation in 
the eyes of the public. But in talking now 
I do not wish to make either accusation or 
reprisals; but do claim my right as a wo- 
man and a wife to judge for myself be- 
tween actual unrappiness in Georgia and a 
possible happiness under new conditions and 
new life. 

“I repeat, I make no accusations, nor do 
I wish unhappiness to any who may have 
been connected with me, but I do refute 
any possible scandal that may be asso- 
ciated with me personally by the telegrams 
and newspaper articles so freely distributed 
by those whose aim should be the protec- 
tion of family, purity and life.” 


ROW AMONG EX-CONFEDERATES. 


Unifcrmed Company of Augusta Dis- 
tands—Cause of Trouble. 
Augusta, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)— 
Tonight at a meeting of the Confederate 
Survivors’ Association the uniformed com- 
pany, which attracted so, much attention 
at the Nashville reunion last fall, was for- 
mally disbanded. There has been growing 
dissatisfaction and discord for some time 
between some of the officers and members 
of the uniformed company and members of 
the survivors’ association who were not 
members of the military company. The 
association members looked upon the com- 
pany as merely an incident of the survivors’ 
association, while the uniformed company, 
it is charged, considered themselves tne 

only pebbles on the beach, 

Tonight, after a somewhat stormy meet- 
ing of the association, the cOmpany was 
disbanded, not to be recognized under the 
auspices or as a part of the survivors’ as- 
sociation. It is said, however, that it will 
be reorganized a military company of an 
independent character. 

There was a fair held last summer under 
the auspices of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy in behalf of a fund for the benefit 
of indigent confederate soldiers. This fund 
has been held by the survivors to aid in 
caring for their sick and burying their 
dead in accordance with the terms of their 
organization. Some of the members of the 
association, who were taken in last summer 
for the purpose of making up this uniform- 
ed company to go to the Nashville reunion, 
have been trying to get hold of this fund 
and divide it up among themselves. It was 
over this that much of the bitter discussion 
arose, Which resulted in the disbanding of 
the company. 

One of the things which led ta discord 
occurred in the recent mayoralty contest, 
One of the candidates, Postmaster Dunbar, 
was a one-armed confederate soldier and 
color bearer of the survivors’ association, 
but Major Withers, who was captain of the 
uniformed company, tried to carry the sur- 
vivors for Mr. Kerr, and a good deal of 
bitterness resulted. 

The uniformed company was very popular 
and its disbanding will be a matter of re- 
gret. Its career was as brilliant as it was 
brief. 


STREET FIGHT IN STATHAM. 


Iu Which a Couple of Constables and 
Their Prisoner Take Part. 


Winder, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)—A 
fearful street fight occurred at Statham, 
eight miles north of Winder, on the Sea- 
board Air-Line, today at 3 o’clock be- 
tween L. C. Thurmond, constable, his depu- 
ty, L, A. Fayette, L. Thurmond and Greene 
N. Arnold. 

On yesterday a warrant was sworn 
out by Mat Ware against Arnold, charg- 
ing him with assault. This warrant was 
placed in the hands of Thurmond to exe- 
cute, which he d'd today, but allowed Ar- 
nold the liberty of the town, and the case 
was set for hearing at $ o’clock, at which 
time Arnold appeared at the court and 
asked time to notify his attorney, who 
was at Dr. Lanier’s, which was granted.

ground and everything in it was consumed. 
Not a book. chair. nor a bench was saved. 
It was quite a large, handsome building, 
standing upon one of the loftiest hills of 
our city, and could be seen for many miles 
throughout the surrounding country, and 
the flames could be seen to the limits of 
our county. 

The building was owned by Professors R. 
EB. Park, Jr., and W. G. Park, and had 
been on the present site only about two 
years, having been bought by them from 
the city and moved from the east side to 
where it was burned tonight The building 
originally cost $200, was comparatively 
new and was insured for only $2,500 in the 
Southern Mutual of Atlanta, 

The destruction of this building is a heavy 
blow to these two young men, and will be 
quite an inconvenience to their school un- 
til the building can be replaced, which will 
be done at once, 

From all the information that can be 
gathered the fire originated in a stove up- 
stairs, where teaching had been done in 
the afternoon, and a fire left burning in 
it. All the desks, which were new; all the 
boys’ schoolbooks and. everything in the 
gymnasium, which was one of the best 
equipped of any high school in the state, 
are a total loss. 

Temporary quarters will be obtained and 
the school will continue as before. A new 
and more modern building will go up at 
once,

NORTON DEMANDED A CHANGE. 


House Chaplain Refers Eloquently to 
the Death of Mrs. McKinley. 


Washington, December 13.—Eacepting re- 
porting the legislative, executive and judi- 
¢ial appropriatioa bill, which is to be con- 
sidered tomorrow, the house did no public 
business today. The entire session was 
consumed: in adjusting a personal dispute 
between Mr. Hepburn, of lowa, and Mr. 
Norton, of Ohio, which grew out of a con- 
troversy that occurred last week during 
the debate on the pension bill. The point 
at issue was as to whether a certain word 
used by Norton, but which he afterwards 
disclaimed any intention of using, should 
appear in the permanent record. 

‘he chaplain, Mr. Couden, in his invoca- 
tion referred eloquently and feelingly to 
the death of the president’s mother. He 
prayed: 

“Bless the ties and affections which bind 
us together into families and nations, whicn

Mr. Gorman, chairman of the democratic 
steering committee, presented an wurder 
which was adopted, rearranging sorne of 
the committee assignments of some of the 
democratic members made necessary by the 
incoming of some new members. 

Chaplain Miiburn, Jn his invocation at 
the opening of the senate, made touching 
reference to the death of Mrs, McKinley, 
mother of the president. He ¢xPressed 
thanks for the assurance of immortality 
and hoped that ‘thi comforting truth 
might come home to tne president and his 
household as they stand beside the coffin 
of the beloved mother who has laid aside 
the garments of the flesh to stand before 
the great Ruler of the universe.

It gave 
all persons who were not at the time own- 
ers of land acquired under the homestead 
law the right to make second homestead 
entrics. Each person would be entitled to 
acquire 160 acres of land, The bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, spoke at 
length upon amendments he had offered 
to the bill which he had previously intro- 
duced providing for a postal savings bank 
system. Such a system would, in his opin- 
ion, insure greater comfort in the homes 
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selves in illness and in old age. As another 
argument in favor of*such a system, Mr. 
Butler declared if the system were estab- 
lished there would never be another issue 
of bonds by the government in time of 
peace. It would give men of small means 
an opportunity to increase their - capital, 
would nlace a greater amount of money in 
circulation and afford benefits to all the 
people of incalculable value.

They 
believe, however, electrolysis is a growing 
evil; that it has already destroyed a large 
number of small pipes, and that although 
the big mains show no signs of breuking 
at present, there is no telling what might 
be the result in course of time. 

The committee will recommend, therefore, 
that the council takes steps at once toward 
having all companies in the city generating 
electricity used underground change he 
course of their currents so as not to come 
in contact with the pipes. The recommen- 
dation will probably not outline any defi- 
nite remedy, preferring to leave this to the 
diseretion of the companies, but will advo- 
cate the immediate change of electric cur- 
rents throughout the city.

FARMERS 10 TALK 
OF COTTON TODAY 


Convention of Cotten Growers Meets in 
Chamber of Commerce. 


BETTER PRICES THEIR OBJECT 


——_—_ - ll eeoorvor-"-— 


Many Delegates Arrived Yesterday 
and More Come This Morning. 


CONVENTION WILL HOLD SEVERAL DAYS 


President Wilborn, of South Carolina, 
Will Call the Gathering To Or- 
der at 12 O’elock. 


The interstate cotton growers’ conven- 
tion will meet in the chamber of commerce 
this morning at 12 o'clock. 

The place of meeting has been changed, 
as it is thought it would be more conve- 
nient for all the delegates to attend there, 

Mr. J. C. Wilborn, who called the con- 
vention and has been the active worker 
for its success since the beginning of it, 
will arrive in the city thfs Morning and 
will open the convention at the appointed 
hour. 

A large number of delegates were here 
yesterday and were discussing the plans 
that the convention would follow to carry 
out its object, which is to remedy the low 
price of cotton. A reduction of acreage is 
considered the most feasible plan, and the 
line of work of the convention will be 
largely on this question. 

No programme has yet been perfected 
and the cotton planters who wi.il make ad- 
dresses before the gathering have not yet 
been determined on. It is not thought that 
many set speeches will be made, but dis- 
cussions of the situation will be had in- 
formally and the practical side of the 
problem which confronts them will be tak- 
en up with the firm intention of settling 
the matter. 

If a definite plan ¢s decided upon by 
which the low price may be raised to 
make the raising of cotton a paying busi- 
ness the next problem to be considered 
will be to formulate some method by which 
this plan may be carried out by all the 
farmers of the south. 

The Georgia delegates arrived yesterday 
and many more will arrive today. Pres- 
ident W‘lliam A. Broughton, of the Amer- 
ican Cotton Growers’ Association of Geor- 
gia, said yesterday that he had not com- 
municated with Mr, Wilborn and had not 
taken any active part in the present con- 
vention. but that he was heartily in sym- 
pathy with it and would attend the meet- 
ings. 

He has received a letter from Hector D. 
Lane, national president of the American 
Cotton Growers’ Protective Association, 
saying that he wished the convention in At- 
lanta would“appoint a delegation to attend 
the convention of cotton growers which he 
has called to meet in Memph's on the 
20th, in order that the two bodies begin 
close communication and act in the same 
way, as it would have a widespread effect. 
This will probably be done, 

The lobby of the Kimball yesterday took 
on a cotton aspect and little groups were 
scattered over the corridors discussing the 
situation. George M,. Truitt, the success- 
ful farmer of Troup county, had on exhi- 
bition a single stalk of cotton which would 
bear ten bales to the acre. The stalk was 
five feet tall and attracted much attention. 


“Change the Time of Paying Debts.” 


Among the suggestions for remedying the 
low price of cotton is the following, which 
appeared in The Charlotte News recently. 

“My plan to remedy the low price of 
cotton is this: To change the time of pay- 
ing our debts from October, November and 
December, 1898, to June, Ju:y and August, 
1899, which is the end of the manufacturers’ 
year. By this change the south wouid 
have a monopoly on her own product, cot- 
ton, which the world is bound to have. 
The world is bound to have this cotton, 
there is no doubt about that, and under 
this system the law of supply and demand 
would rule and fix the price, and not 
gamblers of Wall street and Liverpool, as 
now they do. It would be the manufac- 
turer and the farmer that would fix the 
price. For instance, the planter could rent 
a large sample room in every city and 
town and as he had his cotton ginned he 
could take his samp:es to these sample- 
rooms with name and number of sampie, 
and the manufacturer could go to this 
sample room and select the grade and num- 
ber of bales he wanted and the price he 
could afford to pay, and the agént at this 
room could let the planter know and he 
could deliver the*same as wanted,”’ 


“Burn the Low-Grade -Cotton.’’ 
Here is a unique plan for raising the 
price of cotton. It comes from Mississippi: 
‘Editor Constitution—In view of the 
convention of cotton growers to meet in 
your city on the l4th ult. I wish to suggest 
a plan to raise the price of our main 


money crop. While my ideas are crude, 
it seems to me when fully developed the 


pian will be practicuble. 


“My plan is this: To first get the co- 
operation of all our southern cotton fac- 
tors and commission men (not future 
speculators) and let them lay aside from 
the magn eng and*during the cotton sea- 
son all the Jow grade cotton as it is re- 
ce.ved in the various cotton centers, to be 
destroyed at the proper time and to be 
paid for by assessing the quotation price 
of all cotton raised. 

“Example: Take a 10,000,000-bale crop, as 
at present, and suppose we wish to de- 
stroy 2,000,000 bales of low grade cotton, 
which at present prices would be worth 
ahout 4 cents,per pound, or $20 per bale— 
$40,000,000. Then if supply and demand con- 
trol the price, a shortage of the American 
crop having been created, there will be a 
rush of all the mills to lay in a eupply 
and the result would be an immediate and 
considerable advance in price, no doubt 
to doubie its present value. Then to pay 
for the 2,000,000 bales destroyed would be 
an easy matter. Say if middling cotton 
will net 10 cents in Liverpool let our south- 
ern cotton exchanges assess that price 
amount per pound equal to $5 per ba.e, to 
be paid by every dealer in cotton — 
oO 
the cotton destroyed amount per pound, or 
$5 per bale. on the 8,000,000 bales left would 
equal 000, the value of the 2,000,000 
bales destroyed, and the greatly in- 
creased price of the remainder would be 
to the profit of the farmer and dealer. 

“Some seasons no doubt there would be 
no necessity to destroy any of the crop and 
in others only a small part of it. This could 
be determined at the beginning of each 
cotton season by representatives of all the 
cotton growing states, chosen for this pur- 
pese and whose duty will be to estimate 
the probable yield, the amount to be de- 
stroyed and the per cent to be assessed to 
meet the cost of that destroyed. It seems 
to me that every southern dealer in spot 
cotton ought_from mutual interest to 
heartily co-qperate and we might fix an 
arbitrary price,.say 8 cents for middling. 
below which it must not come, or the pro- 
cess of destruction will continue until a 
legitimate price does prevail. Of course 
no one interested will object to the price 
going as much higher as it may. 

“The idea of raising a larger fund and 
holding a certain part of the crop for 
higher prices, as suggested by some, does 
not strike us as at all practicable, as 
sooner or later the cotton will_be dum 
on the market» and the very fact of is 
being known that a large amount is being 
held will have a depressing and weakening 
effect on the market and every effort to in- 
duce the farmers to reduce their acreage 
has proven a failure and will, in my hum- 
ble opinion, as the more you tate the

These facts are not only interesting, but 
suggestive. At the south agriculture is 
‘crippled and languishing because of 
cent cotton. The alarming nature of the 
present condition of affairs in this re- 
spect is emphasized by the fact that a 
convention of cotton growers is to be held 
in your city on the l4th instant for the 
purpose of devising some plan whereby 
cotton production may be governed—less- 
When you 
consider the figures you have given your 
readers as to the growth of the cotton 
manufacturing industry in connection with 
the special object of the convention, you 
will at once concede the suggestion that 
every man in the south, be his vocation 
what it may, should feel deeply interest- 
ed in the accomplishment of that object. 

At the Agricultural Society at Rome in 
August, 1871, I think it was, this same 
qiestion of smaller cotton production was 
up, and Governor Brown declared that it 
was almost impossible of accomplishment, 
for the reason that one after another this 
and that cotton grower would see in the 
general agreement to reduce the production 
his opportunity to get out of debt and 
forge ahead. 

The signs of the times indicate that 
there is a better chance now than ever 
before for the convention to formulate a 
plan by which to unite the cotton produc- 
ers. There is one way by which to com- 
pass the existing and ever recurring situa- 
tion, and that is by reviving and organiz- 
ing anew, upon a strictly non-partisan 
basis, the Farmers’ Alliance. 

I know, of course, that this suggestion 
on my part at this time will be miscon- 
strued by some men, but I know that 
there is in it no purpose other than what 
I sincerely believe to be the highest and 
best interests of the farmers of Georgia 
and the south. If the alliance should be 
renewed, under whatever name, no man 
who is a candidate for any public office 
should be permitted to join ,and if a mem- 
ber becomes a cand'date, he should in- 
stantly lose his membership. 

Any man who recalls the successful con- 
test the alllance made with the Jute Bag- 
ging Trust; any man who recalls with 
what ease monetary arrangements were 
made at Augusta in '90 and ’91 in further- 
ance of the brethren holding their cotton 
for better prices, which latter speedily 
came, will understand and appreciate my 
suggestion. There is an incalculable power 
in a thoroughly organized body o€ earneart 
men. A ecnvention for an interchange of 
views and for outlining a given policy will] 
serve a good purpose, but it will have met 
in vain unless under some name and with 
attractive features in its make up, pro- 
vision be made for district, county and 
State organizations, having for their ob 
ject not only the control of cotton produc- 
tion, but the general welfare of the people 
who till the soil.

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OID ENGLISH BALLADS. 


Professor Louis C. Elson Delights a 
Large Lecture Audience. 


“The most delightful lecture of the sea- 
son’’ was the exclamation heard on every 
side last night as the audience was leaving 
the Grand opera house. 

The subject was “Seven Centuries of Eng- 
lish Song,’’ and Professor Louis C. Elson, 
of the New England Conservatory of Music, 
was the lecturer. Professor Elson is a ripe 
musical scholar. He is an encyclopedia of 
information on musical subjects, and he has 
a wonderfully charming manner of present- 
ing his facts. He was instructive without 
being pedantic. His lecture is novel and at 
the same time has ereat intrinsic: value. 
He took the folk songs Of English und told 
their origin. Then he sang them, and the 
ballads which have been dead or bleeping 
for centuries\Wived again. “Sing me the 
songs of a pedple and I can tell you their 
laws and custonis,”’ he paid.’ He traced the 
history of many a song which in some age 
or other the English, ple have sung. In 
passing, he remarke@ }hat the air of the 
modérn *“‘We won’t,¢dé: home until morn- 
ing’’ dated back to the time of the Crusa- 
ders, who sang that very air in the holy 
wars. Among the early English songs 
which he rendered, accompanying them 
himself on a Grand piano, were: “‘The Maid 
of Islington,” ‘*The Jew’s Daughter,” “‘The 
Three Ravens’’ and the forty-fourth psaim 
from an old English Missal of the twelfth 
century. All these pieces were from five to 
seven centuries old. ‘ 

The lecturer gave selections from the 
ballads of Elizabeth’s day, singing s<« me 
of the very pieces which the queen herself 
used to play on the virginal, the instrument 
from which the piano was evolved. ‘The 
virginal, however, was a very small in- 
Strugmient wth many limitatious. ‘The old 
organs were described as instruménts on 
which the performers played with taeir 
fists or elbows, the keys being so large that 
there could be no fingering. 

The songs of the revoiutionary cpoch 
were illustrated by “When the King En- 
joys His Own Again,” a cavalier ballad, 
and “Come, Honest Sexton, Take ‘thy 
Spade,”’ a typical Roundhead piece. Ex- 
amples were given of the songs of the time 
of Charles II and the famous “‘Lilliburlero,”’ 
of which mention is so often made .n his- 
tory and fiction. “Sally in Our Alley,” he 
pronounced to be the last great English fclk 
song. ‘“‘The fact is,’ said Professor Elson, 
“as a people become prosperous, the folk 
songs disappear. You cannot set a factory 
or a banking house to music, but you can 
set to music the romance of rural iife, cspe- 
cially of southern plantation life. This is 
why the southern music is the strongest of 
all American folk music.”’ 

Tne tecture was a rare study, showing 
deep research and judicial selection.

ATLANTA'S CHARTER WILL BE AMENDED 


(Felder Bill Passed—Mr. Knowles Gets 
Through His National Quaran- 
tine and His Library Com- 
mission—Textile School 
in Good Shape. 


Nobody paid much sttention to the bills 
‘presented to either branch of the Georgia 
‘Jegislature yesterday because of the over- 
whelming interest {in the convict bill, but 
jmene the less, both bouses managed to do 
la whole lot of routine work. The Hop- 
}kins bill, to elect judges and solicitors by 
‘the people, reached the senate at the close 
of the morning session, with the house 
amendment, and was put on final passage 
with so slim an attendance that many of 
its friends begged Senator Hopkins to let 
it go over. But the author of the bill did 
not share this view, and, in spite of the 
fact that many of the democratic senators 
were in attendance on the penitentiary com- 
mittee, he permitted his measure to come 
up on final passage. It went through, as 
The Constitution of yesterday morning pre- 
dicted it would do, and when [President 
Berner announced the result, the dignified 


senate broke into tumultuous and cyclonic 


‘applause. It was the first real exhibition 
of enthusiasm that has been seen in the 
upper house this session, 
The governor will sign the bill today. 
The Boifeuillet bill, to appropriate $10,000 
for the establishment of a textile depart- 
|ment at the School of Technology, in At- 
‘lanta, was favorably reported by the finance 
committee, and was read for the first time 
in the senate. It will be read for the 
second time this morning, and is more than 
likely to come up on final passage either 
tomorrow or on Thursday. The senate 
spent most of the day in the consideration 
of house bills, and while most of them 
wére of purely local interest, a few con- 
cerned the people of the entire state. Among 
the litter, the most conspicuous was the 
Knowles bill to recommend the establish- 
ment of a national quarantine in Georgia, 
and another Knowles bill to provide for 
the appointment of a library commission. 
Both went through with practically no op- 
position, and Mr. Knowles received con- 
gratulations for his marked success in 
‘putting through two bills of so much im- 
portance at the same time. 
The house passed, without much discus- 
sion, the Charters bill, providing for the 
sale. of the Northeastern railroad, and then 
spent a long time in the discussion of the 
Swift bill, to amend the funding arrange- 
ment which at present exists between the 
university and the state. This is gene- 
rally believed to be the final gasp of the 
Blalock committee, and the friends of the 
university are exultant. They made no’ 
effort to beat the Swift bill, and their vic- 
tory is therefore the more notable. Mr, 
' Felfer pushed through the house, under 
somewhat adverse circumstances, his Dili

Northeastern To Be Sold. 


The house then took up the bill to sell 
the Northeastern railway and passed it. 
The bill was drawn by Mr, Charters, of 
Lumpkin, and was the same that was 
Passed last year, except that the time al- 
lowed for the governor to make the sale is 
unlimited. The governor is Instructed to 
advertise the sale in four newspapers and 
then to sell the road at any time thereaf- 
ter. The minimum price of the road is 
fixed at $287,000, which ts just sufficient to 
pay off the bonded indebtedness made by 
the state in acquiring the road. The Con- 
games has already printed tthe bill in 
ull. ; 

Mr. Charters made ua little speech and 
explained the bill as follows: 

“The provisions of this bill name an up- 
set or minimum price of $287,000. This sum 
is the amount of the state’s bonded in- 
debtedness on account of that road. The 
only difference in this bill and the bill pro- 
viding for the sale of the Northeastern, 
which we passed last year is in the terms 
of the sale and the time to make the sale. 
The bill passed last year restricted the 
eovernor to six months in which to sell the 
road. He did not sell the property in that 
time and the passage of a new bill is nec- 
essary. In this last bill there ts no time 
limit, and the governor is instructed to 
sell the rodd any time after the proper ad- 
vertisements have been made. The terms 
of the sale are so fixed that the money in 
payment is to be paid to the state so as 
to redeem the Northeastern bonds as they 
fall due.’’ 

Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, opposed the sale of 
the road. He said that there was always 
an effort to sell the Western and Atlantic, 
which is now paying a fine interest to the 
State. He thought the Northeastern was 
in the Same situation; that if the road is 
kept it will pay a handsome income to the 
State some time. 

Mr. Little and Mr. Charters advocated 
the bill. Mr. Little argued that the road 
might at some future time be made ab- 
solutely useless by the construction of some 
Parallel line by the Southern or by some 
Small railway coalition. Mr. Charters said 
that there never was @& time when the 
state should have owned the road. He said 
it had never been a paying investment and 
that the state would lose on the property 
if it were kept. Mr. Hanby, of Rabun, read 
some figures to show that the state would 
gain by selling the road. He said that the 
best possible solution of the problem was to 
dispose of the property.

Penalty for Stealing Lightning. 


The house passed the bill by Mr. Slaton, 
of Fulton, which provides a misdemeanor 
penalty for the theft of electricity. Mr. 
Slaton explained that at present there was 
no penalty for this common, though re- 
markable crime. He said that large quan- 
tities of-electricity were stolen by tapping 
light and power wires. Many small dyra- 
mos in Atlanta are operated with stolen 
lightning. 

The house also passed the bill by Mr. 
Freeman, of Coweta, which rakes three 
classes of penalty for road tax defaulters. 
The bill provides that when a fine is im- 
posed upon a defaulter the prisoner may 
have the alternative of going on the public 
works for ten days. The senate bill by 
Senator Dunwody providing that the state 
librarian be authorized to deliver to the 
judges of the northern and southern dis- 
trict courts of the United States for the 
state of Georgia, for the use of such cuurts, 
each a copy of such Georgia reports pub- 
lighed by the state as there may be in 
the state library, not otherwise specially 
appropriated or now in use, was passed. 
The house passed the bill by Senator litd- 
son, which provides that all confederate 
veterans over fifty years old residing in 
Georgia may travel in the state and con- 
duct the business of life and fire insurance 
agents and solicitors without a License 
and without being subject to tax. 


A National Quarantine Law. 


The house discussed at some length, 
at the morning session, the con- 
current resolution by Mr. Knowles, 
of Fulton, providing that in future epi- 
demics all quarantine matters in Georgla 
be turned over to the United States ma- 
rine hospital service. The resolution aiso 
provides that congress be memorialized to 
pass a national quarantine law. The reso- 
lution as passed was as follows: 

“Whereas, The present epidem:c of yel- 
low fever in the south has demonstrated 
that the local authorities are :nsuMiciene 
to prevent the introduction and spread of 
epiaemic diseases, principally because of 
want of uniform regulations governing 
health affairs; and, 

“Whereas, Ihe health regulations now in 
force, viz: state, municipal and county, 
each independent of the other, and one fre- 
quently connicting with another, have 
proven disastrous to travel, state and in- 


and, 

‘Whereas, It is desirable in the interes 
of the pwhbilic health and state and inter- 
state commerce to ere for a more uni- 

system of quarantine; and, 
Mr Wrharent. The eaatabioinn of the United 
States marine hosp.tal service are framed 
with due regard to local and climatic con- 
ditions; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved by the.legislature of the state 
of Georgia, That hereafter in case cf an 
outbreak of yellow fever, cholera, small- 
pox or plague, all quarantine matters in 
the state of Georgia shall be turned over 
to the United States marine hospital ser- 
vice duri the continuance of such epi- 
demic, under appropriate legislation io be 
hereafter enacted by congress, enlarging 
the powers of the United States marine 
hospitai service, granted under the act of 
congress approved February 15, 1893. 

‘“Resolvai further, That pending such 
additional legislation by congress all cer- 
tificates of freedom from danger of con- 
veying ‘infection .from person, localities, 
baggage, freight and vehicles for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight duly 
signed by medical officers of the marine 
hospital service shall be accepted’ by the 
state and local authorities in the state of 

eorgia. 
mc a further, That we respectfully 
memorialize congress to enact the neces- 
sary legislation to effectuate this resolu- 
tion. 

‘Resolved further, That we request our 
senators and ‘representatives to use all 
proper means to ‘have ‘such leggslation 
adopted. 

‘Resolved further, That the surgeon ee 
spita 
service be furnished with a copy of this 
resolution.”’ 

Mr. Knowles made a brief, but eloquent 
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speech in favor of the resolution. He said 
that the present epidemic showed that lo- 
cal quarantines are disastrous to the bust- 
ness of the country. Mr. Knowles said 
that the quarantine in Atlanta had cost 
$300 every day it was ig,effect. He made 
“a very convincing argument for the pas- 
sage of the resolution. Mr. Meldrim, of 
Chatham, opposed the measure. He said 
that his town, Savannah, was more ex- 
posed than any other town: in the state, 
but that the people of that city did not 
want national quarantine. They wanted 
to be left alone, as they thought their 
Own regulations better suited to their in- 
terests. He hoped that the resolution would 
Mr. Johnson, of Hall, and Mr, 
Boynton, of Calhoun, made strong speech- 
es for the resolution. Mr. Thomason, of 
Morgan, 
town could establish a shotgun quarantine 
and demoralize the entire business of the 
state. The resolution was adopted. 


The Brinson Bill Debated. 


The house passed upon the senate bill 
by Mr. Brinson, which is an act to perm't 
defendants in bona fide possession of land 
under claim of title te set off the value of 
permanent improvements and to recover 
the value of the same in excess of mesne 
profits and other expenses. Mr. Reid, of 
Bibb, spoke for the bill. He said that the 
bill involved a new question of equity. 
He said: “If a man buys fn good faith a 
piece of property and erects thereon cer- 
tain improvements and afterwards finds 
that his title is not sound and is com- 
pelled to yield the property to a man with 
a superior title, I: think the purchaser 
should have pay for the improvements 
he has made on the land he had bought 
and which he is forced to give up to some 
one with a stronger claim or deed. The 
present law gives the bona fide purchaser 
no better right that a common squatter 
has.”’ 

Mr. McLaughlin opposed the bill. He 
spoke against the measure and said that it 
would work a hardship on the common 
people, Mr. Dodson, of Sumter, spoke 
for the bill. He said: ‘Suppose I inherit 
a piece of property that was bought in 
good faith by an ancestor, and I make 
valuable improvements on the land, only 
to find after I have spent my money and 
labor on the land that my ancestor, though 
he was an innocent and bona fide purchas- 
er, d'd not get a sound title to the prop- 
erty, and that some other person holds a 
superior deed? Under the present law I 
would have to yield the property to that 
other and would recover nothing for the 
improvements I have made. I think as a 
matter of’ justice and equity I should in 
that hypothetical case be given back the 
money I] had spent on improvements. The 
jury that hears the evidence should fix 
the value of the land and should name the 
amount to be paid to the vacating pur- 
chaser for the improvements he had made.” 

Mr. Bartlett, of Paulding, spoke ably 
for the measure. Then Mr. Felder took up 
the debate. He said that Mr. McLaughl:n 
did not understand the bill, for he had in- 
correctly stated it to the house. Mr. Fel- 
der argued that it was an honest bill and 
was a piece of legislation that had long 
been needed. The aye and nay vote was 
called on the measure and the bill passed 
by a vote of 112 ayes to 17 nays. The house 
then adjourned until 3 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. 


No Reduction in Salaries. 


At the the house 
passed a local bill by Mr. Fel- 
der, of Fulton, which effectually 
stops the movement to reduce the sal- 
aries of the mayor and council of the 
city of Atlanta. The bill amends the new 
city charter which was made a law last 
week. It ‘s rather early for the author of 
the bill to amend it,: but the section ,ob- 
jectionable to Mr. Felder was one slipped 
in with a senate amendment. The sec- 
tion which was stricken by the bill passed 
yesterday, provided that the salaries of 
the mayor and council be reduced. This 
section was killed a unan‘!mous vote. 

The bill by Senator Walker, of the for- 
tieth, to make any militia d.strict availing 
itseif of the no fence law build a fence 
around the entire district and construct 
gates across the publ.c roads, came up on 
motion of Mr. Bush, of Mller, who wanted 
to disagree to an adverse committee re- 
port. The bill applies in this way: The 
present stock law is a local option statute 
and a mflitia district can decide to have 
no fences. After having dec.ded at an elec- 
t'on to have mo fences in a militia district, 
all tne fences may be torn out in that 
particular district and the stock that wan- 
ders at large may be taken up. The militia 
districts adjoining, if they have no stock 
law, suffer by having their cattle impound. 
ed when any may wander across into the 
stock law district. Senator Walker wants 
to stop this by making the local law dis- 
tricts fence themselves in for the protec- 
tion of adjoining districts. 

Mr. Bush said if the bill was not passed 
his county would be entirely ruined. Mr. 
McDaniel, a republican member of the 
house spoke. He said: ‘Mr. Speaker 
and gentlemen—This bill is intended to 
stop coercion. I feel certain every mem- 
ber of the house is against coercion. If a 
militia district decides to have no fences 
it ought to be worth enough to them to 
fence themselves in.’’ 

Mr. Lance, of Union, opposed the bill. 
He said that ‘t was ruinous and wduld 
work hardships on the people of his cdun- 
tv. At this statement Mr. Bush surprised 
the member from Union by producing pe- 
titions signed by 925 of the 1,100 voters 
in Union county, usking Mr. Lunce to vote 
for the bill. Mr. Lance did not explain ths. 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, spoke for the 
bill and said that it would be a good thing 
for the state. The vote on the motion of 
Mr. Bush to disagree to the report of the 
committee was: Ayes 62, nays 44; so the mo- 
tion carried. 


For a State Entomologist. 


The hill previding for a state department 
of entomology by Senator Gray, of the 
thirtieth, was considered at the afternoon 
session. The bill provides that $2,000 a year 
be appropriated to carry out the act. The 
purpose of the bill is to stop the destruc- 
tion of fruit trees by disease and by in- 
sects. The board of entomology shall in- 
vestigate all cascs of disease in fruit 
trees, and if an orchard is found to be 
infected with disease or insects, the board 
shall have the orchard destroyed so as 
ta prevent the spread of the disease or 
the propagation of the insects. An amend- 
ment providing that the value of such an 
orchard destroyed shall be assessed by the 
board and the value shall be paid by the 
county in which the orchard is situated. 

The point was raised that the bill hav- 
ing originated in the senate could not carry 
with it an appropriation. The speaker ruled 
that the appropriation section was added in 
the house. The committee of the whole re- 
ported the bill with the recommendation 
that it pass. Then Representative Brown 
made a most able speech in favor of the 
passage of the bill. He was chairman of 
the agricultural committee which had made 
a favorable recommendation on the Dill. 

Mr. Niles, of Macon, spoke for the bill. 
He said the board of entomology was bad- 
ly needed in the fruit sections to prevent 
the ravages of disease in the orchards. On 
motion of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, the 
bill was temporarily tabled.

The Night Session. 

A very lively debate marked the night 
session of the house. The discussion arose 
over the bill by Mr. Swift, of Elbert, which 
is to repeal an act to make permanent the 
state university fund. The object of Mr. 
Swift’s bill ‘s to abolish this fund, and 
as he expresses it, to put the state uni- 
versity on the same footing as the other 
taxpayers of the state. He wants to do 
this by preventing the issuance of any 
other 7 per’cent bonds. Under the funding 
act of 1881 the University of Georgia is 
allowed to use all its surplus funds in the 
purchase of state bonds at 7 per cent, 
which ‘s just twice as large an interest as 
is obtained from other Georgia bonds. Ac- 
cording to the statements of an offic‘al of 
the university, if the purchase of these 
bonds is allowed to continue until the time 
the permanent fund of the university can 
be used, the fund will have increased to 
$10,000,000 and the university will own every 
one of the Georgia bonds. 

Mr. Swift thinks this is dangerous. He 
is afra'd of such a situation as the uni- 
versity owning all the bonded indebted- 
ness of the state. He believes that the 
state should not pay More than 34¢ per 
cent to the university as interest on the 
bonds bought in the future by that institu- 
tion. Mr. Meldrim, of Chatham, a trustee 
of the univers'ty, made a ringing and con- 
vincing address against the bill. He spoke 
eloquently of the work of the university, 
and said that no man should strike a 
blow at the university. 

“When you smite the university you 
strike yourself and your state. This grand 
old institut'‘on should not be touched. Its 
fund should be allowed to increase and add 
to the noble work that is being done for the 
youth of this state. I hope that this leg- 
islature will do nothing to injure 
great institution. We cannot afford to 
pass the bill. It strikes at our most vital 
interests and the members of this house 
should rally to the protection of the unl- 
vers.ty.’’ 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, spoke ably and 
earnestly for the bill. He said: 

Another Blalock Bill Killed. 

“T am glad that the time has come in 
Georgia when a man can move to change 
the university regulations without it be- 
ing said that he is an enemy to the univer- 
sity. It has been said that I am an ene- 
my of the university, but this is not true, 
I am a friend to the university, but am a 
better friend to’ the people of Georgia. I 
do not think the state should be made to 
pay 7 per cent for bonds held by the univer- 
sity when. it can float all it wants at 314 
per cent. I hope that this bill w'll pass.” 
The bill was placed on its passage and 
was lost by a vote of $1 ayes to 33 nays. 
It lacked only seven votes of a cunstitu- 
tional majority. 

The “house adopted a resolution by Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, which provided that 
the United States senators and congress- 
men from Georgia should use all their in- 
fluence to secure a more liberal policy !n 
the agricultural department in the mat- 
ter of the purchase of rare and vaituable 
seed for distribution among the farmers.

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has caused most of the trouble and all of 
the debate. This section as it was received 
from the house provided that the able- 
bodied convicts of the state should be em- 
ployed in mining, burning coke, iron found- 
ries, building railroads, quarrying stone, 
saw mills, making brick, cutting crossties, 
turpentine farms, agricultural pursuits 
and such other industries as might be con- 
sistent with their physical ability. Messrs. 
Felder and Slaton got through the house an 
amendment which provided that the con- 
victs were not to be worked in iron foun- 
dries, cotton factories Or machine shops, 
and the red hot debate which this amend- 
ment occasioned when the bill came up on 
final passage is likely to be a perpetual 
entry in the record of notable affairs in the 
Georgia legislature. 

Whole Labor Section Killed. 

But not a vestige of all this was left 
when the senate committee concluded its 
consideration of the eleventh section. By 
an almost unanimous vote they struck out 


not only the amendment proposed by the | 


Fulton county delegat'on,. but every ather 
ne and word which fn any way referred 
to the character of the employment in 
which the convicts were to he engasuis. 
The section as amended proyites 1) «ey are 
to be leased out at such labor as !s con- 
sistent with their reasonable porisrhment 
and their own physical ab/‘lity. 

Under ordinary circumstances and at the 
beginning of a session of the legislature 
this radical amendment would rméan a 
battle royal with the house, but it dcn’t 
mean that now. The democratic majcrity 
in both branches of the legislature has 
decided that some sort of a eonvict bill 
must pass and the present eCn.elgfency 
forces the house to accept the senate’s 
ultimatum. The amended bill needs but a 
majority of a quorum of representatives, 
and there seems to be no doubt that it 
will get this. It passed before hy a vote 
of 93 to 70, and its friends claim that wlat- 
ever votes it has lost.. because of the 
amending of the labor section nas been 
gained in the equal distribution of votes 
as between those who Oppose and those 
who favor indiscriminate employment. 

An Unexpected Amendment. 

Such other amendments as have been 
made by the senate committee are likely to 


’ be accepted by the house without debate, 


with one exceptfon. For some unaccount- 
able reason the committee struck out the 
provision that any hirer of convicts should 
have the right to sub-let them by and 
with the consent of the commissioners. It 
is difficult to understand the motives which 
led to the elimination of this important 
clause, because without it the state must of 
necessity cheapen the goods which it is to 
offer for sale. Nobody will be willing to 
pay a very high price for convicts or for 
anything else with the understanding that 
their purchase is to be fastened to them 


ry and cannot be disposed of under any cir- 


cumstances. In other words if a man were 
to hire 500 convicts for employment in a 
brick yard and shou!d find his business un- 
profitable he would be compelled to con- 
tinue to pay the state for the labor of the 
convicts without being able to realize any- 
thing therefrom. An effort will be made

The senate committee has aiso limited 
the salary of the guards to $25 and of the 
physicians to_.3100 per month.

original contract. 
Jail for the Criminal Insane. 

Minor amendments provided that no con- 
tracts shall be executed until approved by 
the governor and that all security filed by 
lessees shall be in the shape of United 
States bonds, state bonds, or satisfactory 
bonds of guarantee companies approved by 
the governor. Whenever such security shall 
be brought into question the amended bill 
provides that the governor shall make in- 
vestigation, and if he shall ascertain that 
such securities are of *doubtful character, 
he is to require new ones in accordance 
with the law. Failing to comply with 
his request the lessees are to be re- 
lieved of such convicts as they may have 
in thelr possession. 

A brand new section has been added to 
the bill in deference to the ‘wishes of the 
directors of the state asylum for the insane 
and while it is tucked away in the 
tail end of the measure its importance 
is likely to create immediate discussion. 
The amendment was proposed by Senator 
Shropshire and it provides that all insane 
convicts now in the state asylum for the 
insane and all criminals hereafter adjudged 
insane shall be kept and maintained upon 
the state farm to be purchased in accord- 
ance with the provision of this bill. The 
separation of the criminal insane from the 
non-criminals has been urged for many 
years, but for some reason the proposition 
escaped considération while the bill was 
under consideration tn the house. 

No Central Penitentiary. 

In conclusion Chairman Cook made a 
gallant fight to sidetrack the profits aris- 
ing from the hire of convicts to a peni- 
tentiary fund to be used, first, for the pay- 
ment of all expenses arising from the es- 
tablishment of the new system, and, second 


for the creation of a fund for the building 


of a central penitentiary as soon as suffi- 
cient money had accumulated. He was 
beaten by a single vote, The committee 
struck out, however, the provision that all 
moneys arising from the hire of convicts 
should go into the common school fund, 
and unanimously amended the final section 
so as to provide that the money should go 
to 'the state treasurer for such disposition 
as future legislatures might elect. 

The appropriation of $50,000 to carry out 
the provisions of the act was not inter- 
fered with. 


THE ROUTINE OF THE SENATE. 


A Scrap Over the Prison Committee’s 
Absence Enlivens the Day. 


The Hopkins bill, making the election ot 
judges and solicitors popular, owes its life 
indirectly to Pgesident Berner. When it 
was voted onin the senate the measure 
only received 29 votes. As it is a constitu- 
tional amendment, a two-thirds vote, or 
thirty ballots, was required for it pas- 
— When the result was announced the 

iends of the measure were steeling them- 
selves to: disappointment, when President 
Berner exercised his prerogative and cast 
an affirmative vote, and averted the threat- 
ened doom of ‘the bill. | 

The senate had its ‘“‘busy day’”’ sign out 
yesterday, and, while it only considered 
three bills of general importance, it labored 
away so manfully at these measures as to 
lead to the hope that it will dispose of all 
the pressing legislation of the present ses- 
sion. The first work of the upper body 
was calculated to make sick ull present 
and prospective receivers who are inclined 
to look on their posts as money-making 
snaps. The Berner bill fixing the fees of 
these gentlemen at from 2 to 8 per cent, in 
accordance with the amount which they 
handle, and paying the lawyers engaged 
in such cases only for the actual work 
done, passed by a vote of 28 to & Mr. 
Berner made a final brief appeal for the 
measure, and was followed in a short talk 
by Senator Golightly against it. Though 
there were several vacant seats in the 
chamber, the majority given indicates the 
bill’s popularity. 


Prison Committee Kicks. 


The bill by Senator Flewellen, revolu- 
tionizing the present tax return system, 
then occupied the attention of the senate. 
Senator Kilpatrick interrupted the debate 
ta beg permission for the penitentiary com- 
mittee to retire to continue their labors on 
the convict bill, which he stated they were 
about to report. Senator Flewellen objected 
that if this permission was granted the 
senate would not be left with a working 
number, and on a vote to permit retirement 
it was lost by a vote of 14 to 15. Senator 
Shropshire made a brief and eloquent 
speech, in which he declared that the im- 
portance of the convict bill was such as to 
give it right of way/over any other meas- 
ure, and he implored the senate to recon- 
sider its vote. 

Moved by this appeal Mr. Flewellen with- 
drew his objection, and twelve members 
of the penitentiary committee retired. To 
preserve the bare quorum which remained, 
President Berner had the doors locked andj 
guarded. On resuming discussion of the 
tax return bill, sections of that measure 
making debts and notes Invalid unless ofi- 
cially stamped by the tax receiver were 
stricken from the bill, but just before a 
final vote was taken several members asked 
that it, be tabled, as they were not fully 
posted on all its provisions. This was 
done. 

The members plunged with fervor into a 
consideration of the Golden bill, which is 
so framed as to make it unlawful for any 
thing to be given away for the purpose of 
securing the election of-a candidate or in- 
fluencing the casting of a ballot. Senator 
Turner made a ver yclear and logica) argu- 
ment for the bill's acceptance. He in- 
stanced the recent elections in which brib- 
ry had been so flagrant and effective and 
pleaded for its abolition in Georgia. The 
measure struck a snag, however, when Sen- 
ator J. W. Stewart rose and commenced a 
strong and mirth-provoking argument in 
opposition to the bill. The senator vehe- 
mently declared that the bill had a ten- 
dency to curtail the rights of voters and 
candidates, and prophesied that the time 
would come when a gentleman could not 
spend a nickle on a drink for a negro with- 
out having his motives impugned. 


Many Local Bills Passed. 


Senator Everett thought the bill a good 
one, but did not believe it would be possible 
to enforce it. “‘Who is going to bell the 
cat?” said he. More apguments pro and 
con followed, and the méasure was lost by 
a vote of 15 to 21. A bill authorizing the 
sale of whisky at Lithia Springs hotel 
evoked a debate somewhat sulphuric in its 
nature, but talk was finally cut off by aa- 
journment.

FAILURE TO REPORT BERRY THE CAUSE | COMMERCIAL QUART AND THE LAW 


Officers and Patrolmen May Be Ar- 
raigned at the Next Meeting. 
How the Matter Came Out. 


The police commissioners stirred up a 
hornet’s nest last night when tiney tried 
Patrolman E. M. Berry and dismissed him 
from the force for being intoxicated. 

It looked &t first like a simple case ofa 
policeman having taken a little t99 much 
for sobriety’s sake, but no svoner had the 
board gone into executive session than the 
hornet’s nest was discovered. 

When Patrolman Berry was arraigned 
for trial he pleaded guilty, but: stated? that 
he had an extenvating statement to make. 

“TIT had been on duty all night, and when 
I started hom at 9 o’clock [ went by a drug 
store and took a dose of guinine znd 
dovers powders and then,went to a saloon 
and drank a small quantity of corn whisky. 
I took all this as medicine, pure and simple, 
and it affected me more than I anti2ipated, 
and I am sorry for it.’’ 

In secret session the members of the 
board were told by Chief Manly that Mr. 
Berry was drinking the nignt before the 
time specified in the charges, and that iwo 
policemen had told him of this after they 
hgd ascertained Berry’s case was being in- 
véstigated. These men, the chief sa‘d, vere 
Patrolmen Crim and Jim Sheppar.i. 

Captain Thompson staied that he sent 
two poljcemen to see whether cr not Berry 
was unfer the influence of whisky on the 
street, and that they had both come buck 
and reported him“perfectly sober. These 
were Patrolmen Wells and Edwards. 

Captain English, the chairmin cf the 
police board, then stated that he had him- 
self seen Berry just before the two police- 
men were sent out to investigate, and Berry 
was certainly under the influence of some 
intoxicant, and showed it plainly. 

These facts caused some of the members 
of the board to believe that several police- 
men, and perhaps some officers, had tried 
to shield Berry, and in doing so had failed 
to perform their duty. As the investigation 
proceeded it appeared that a number of 
policemen were implicated, and Chairman 
English exclaimed: 

“If all this is true, the men who shielded 
Berry were worse than he was!”’ 

It was decided to direct the chief of 
police to make a thorough investigation, 
and to prefer charges against any and jall 
whom he may believe to have had a bdnd 
in the attempt to ecver up the fact that a 
brother officer was drinking. 

Captain Brotherton took the floor and 
made a;speech, in which he declared with 
considerable feeling: 

‘“‘Gentlemen, I am sorry for any man who 
gets into trouble, but let me say here to- 
night that we will never have good disci- 
pline on the police force of Atlanta as long 
as men are allowed to drink and are 
shielded,”’ 

Chairman English made a speech, and 
he said he indorsed every word Captain 
Brotherton had said. He said: 

‘“‘We will have a sober lot of men on 
this force if we have to discharge every one 
of them and elect an entire new force.” 
‘Commissioner Johnson: bowed his head 
with several nods of approval.

four quarts to the gallon. 
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Lawyers Think ‘Fives’ as Well as 
‘*Fours’”’ Would Come Within the 
Meaning of the Law. 


From present indications the decision ot 
the police and ordinance committees of the 
city council in reference to the liquor con- 
troversy may not stand. The wholesale 
dealers, who believe the passage of the 
measure would be a great injustice to 
them, will work assiduously to have the 
report Killed by the council. They will ap- 
pear before ‘that body, represented by 
counsel, and will try to convince the solons 
they have a right to sell under a galion, 
and that their license for so doing should 
not be raised. 

The committeemen themselves: are not 
with their report. They realize 
from their ruling no dealer will be allowed 
to sell quarts. and they say they are in 
favor of the sale of quarts. Chairman 
Hirsch stated yesterday afternoon he did 
not know exactly what would he the result, 
but thought the gale of quarts should be 
restricted. Some few believe the commit- 
tee’s report will pass the council without 
amendment. This, however, is speculative, 
as the sentiment of the committee, it is 
claimed, is not that of the council. 

Considering that the new ordinance in 
connection with the state laws, does not al- 
low the sale of quarts, a pertinent question 
now is, what is a quart? Quarts are di- 
vided in two classes—commercial and 
fourth of a gallon. The former are “fives,” 
or five quarts to the gallon: the latter, 
Both are known 
in liquor parlance as quarts, but would the 
commercial quart come within the pale of. 
the law, if there is no authority for the 
sale of quarts? That is the question which 
is just now agitating the wholesalers, re- 
tailers and druggists. 

Fine wines and champagnes come in com- 
mercial quarts; old-fashioned rye and corn 
come in genuine quarts, Heretofore, both 
have been sold in Atlanta under quart li- 
cense. The wholesalers admit that in case 
the committee’s report materializes into a 
law the commercial! quart cannot be sold. 
This is the opinion of Mayor Collier, Judge 
Anderson, city attorney, and Judge Pen- 
dleton, assistant city attorney. 

The internal revenue laws do not deal 
rith quarts. Liquor, by federal standard, 
is weighed, not measured. The authorities 
in the eustom house know gallons, and 
tenths only. They have no stereotyped 


quantity for quarts, and consequently can . 


give no opinion as to the legality of the 
commercial quart. 

The committee’s report does not allow 
drug stores to sell liquor as a beverage, 
and only when compounded with ot 
drugs on a physician’s prescription. a 
supreme court of Georgia has ruled in a 
special case recently brought up from Grif- 
fin, that no drug store has the right under 
existing statutes to sell liquor on Sunday, 
even compounded with other drugs.

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The Bankers’ Convention. 

In another article, we have returned to 
the very interesting discussion which 
has sprung up as the result of what is 
called the crisis in the cotton mills of 
New England. The situation there is 
simply one of the thousand symptoms 
of a lack of money—the loss of purchas- 
ing power by the people who need goods, 
but who are unable to buy. 

The fact that the bankers of the 
south are to hold a meeting in thls city 
tomorrow under the guspices of the As- 
sociated Banks of Atlanta gives addi- 
tional timeliness to this discussion, On 
this very subject, the clearing house 
banks of this city broke ground in a 
most decisive manner in their call for 
the convention. And it was about time 
that they had broken ground. The ques- 
tion of currency reform has been an im- 
portant one for many years, and every 
hour of depression and distress adds to 
that importance. 

The Atlanta bankers put the case de- 
cisively in their call for the convention, 

The main declarations in the call for 
a convention issued by the Atlanta 
banks may be thus presented: 

“To prevent bank panics and curren- 
cy famines.” 

“To give producers of every kind ana 
in every section ample currency at rea- 
sonable rates of interest to handle ana 
hold their crops or manufactures until 
they desire to dispose of them.” 

“To give smaller towns the advan- 
tage of better banking facilities, SO 
THAT EVERY HONEST MAN WILL 
‘HAVE METED OUT TO HIM THE 
CREDIT HE IS PNTITLED TO.” 

Or, in a nutshell, increase the amount 
of money in circulation, revise the laws 
so that metropolitan banks will not be 
allowed to pay interest on the reserves 
of country banks, and make character 
bankable again as it once was. 

That is the reform the southern banks 
are called on to advocate in behalf of 
their own interests and the interests 
‘of their own section, and to further it, 
the banks of other sections will have 
to join with them. The question is 
not a sectional one. It is broadly na- 
tional, but this fact can be fitly empha- 
sized only by recognizing that different 
conditions and pursuits call for, some- 
what different treatment. Thus the 
needs of agricultural communities are 
different in their nature and extent from 
those of manufacturing and commercial 
communities. 

But these facts belong to the experi- 
ence of every banker. We refer to 
them now only to show how important 
it is that the south should secure re- 
forms of a character fitted to its ne- 
cessities. The first and most neces- 
gary reform is to give the producers of 
‘this country access to a supply of money 
sufficiently large to enable them to trans- 
act their business with ease and fa- 
cility. Quick exchanges make busi- 
ness, but there can be no exchanges, 
except in the mame of barter, where 
there is a currency famine. 

If our bankers and business men do 
not devote a part of their time to work- 
ing for the material interests of the 
south, so far as legislation can affect 
them, this section will be left far be- 
hind in the race. 
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Southern Beet Sugar. 

As the result of successful experi- 
ments to manufacture beet sugar in Vir- 
ginia, it is given out from Richmond 
that a stock company with $1,000,000 
capital has recently been organized in 
that city for the purpose of developing 
the beet sugar industry. 

This is a new departure not only for 
Virginia, but also for the south. Up to 
this time capital has lacked the neces- 
sary courage to espouse the beet sugar 


industry, and the Richmond enterprise | 
_ is the first venture of its kind which 


the south has undertaken: but since the 
soil and climate of this section are thor- 
oughly adapted to the growth of sugar 
beets, there is no reason why other 
southern states should not emulate Vir-

Although nothing may ever come of 
the Nicaragua canal project, there is 
still ground for hope that the two oceans 
may yet be connected by means of the 
Panama canal. 

Some time ago it was announced that 
a wealthy British syndicate had pur- 
chased the canal franchise, and that 
work thereon would be commenced with- 
out delay; but since the announcemen. 
lacks confirmation, there is probably 


nething in it. 


Our consular agent writing from Pan- 
ama states that the canal can easily be 
completed within the next ten years it 
sufficient men are employed. 

Up to the present time this monstrous 
undertaking has cost in round numbers 
not less than $275,000,000. Everyone is 
familiar with the long story of fraua 
and disaster which underlies this enor- 
mous expenditure. Suffice it to say 
that the French government, though 
eagerly embracing the project at the 
start, would be ready to part with the 
franchise on a moment’s notice. In 
order to finish the canal it is estimated 
that some $200,000,000 must yet be ex- 
pended, and France is not able to shoul- 
der the burden. Up to the present 
time the canal extends only fourteen 
miles. When completed it will measure 
a distance of fifty-four miles. from Co- 
lon on the Atlantic ocean to Panama on 
the Pacific ocean. The width of the 
canal will be 160 feet at the top and 72 
feet at the bottom. 

In certain quarters it & urged that the 
United States should step in at this 
point and undertake to finish this ca- 
nal; but without discussing the feasibil- 
ity of this proposition it may be ob- 
served that the completion of the Pan- 
ama canal either by national or indi- 
vidual agencies is one of the probabili- 
ties of the near future. 
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Cver-Production and Under-Consump- 
tion. 


The New York Sun, discussing the 
troubles of the Massachusetts cotton 
mills, attributes them to two causes—the 
labor laws of Massachusetts and over- 
production of the raw material. 

The Constitution had supposed that 
Mr. Dingley’s joke would not be taken 
seriously, but it seems that The Sun in- 
dorses it, and gravely argues that, be- 
cause the Massachusetts mills have been 
enabled by over-production in the cot- 
ton fields to y their raw materials 
at prices alMhost unprecedentedly low. 
therefore they are in trouble and must 
reduce their wages. But what woula 
have happened if these mills had been 
compelled by a short crop to pay 7 cents 
a pound for their raw material? 

It seems to us that their difficulties 


in such a contingency would have been |{ 


very much greater than they now are. 
We think that fact needs no argument 
to support it. Look at the matter how 
we may, it seems to be a very fortu- 
nate ‘thing for the eastern mills at 
this juncture that they can get their raw 
material for 5 cents a pound instead 
of 7 cents. There may be a “scien- 
tific” side to this matter that is not ap- 
parent to our provincial eyes, but it 
seems certain that a short crop would 
have made the price of cotton somewhat 
higher than it now is, and that there 
would have been no corresponding in- 
crease in the demand for manufactured 
goods. Cotton that is sold for 6 1-2 
cents a pound on the farm does not 
provide our producers with a sufficient 
amount of money to have a measurable 
effect on the cotton goods trade. 

It may as well be said that the high 
price of wheat has been a deterrent 
feature in the market, and account for 
it by saying that when people have to 
pay higher prices for flour and breaa, 
they cannot afford to spend money for 
goods. But all this is tinkering with a 
very grave subject; playing with it on 
the brink of folly. | 

Of a piece with this is the conten- 
tion that the labor laws of Massachu- 
setts are responsible for the difficulties 
of the mills. The idea was evolved by 
the sage mill managers, and it dnly 
goes to show how persistently men will 
turn their heads away from the truth, 
when that truth is opposed to their 
preconceived notions.. Let us analyze 
<9 argument. There is no denial of 
the fact that the Massachusetts mills 
have large stocks of unsold goods on 
hand which they cannot force to sale 
even at 21-4 cents a yard. There is no 
denial of the fact that production still 
goes on steadily and that the unsold 
stocks are increasing almost at the rate 
of production. 

With these facts in mind, let us sup- 
pose that there were no labor laws ipD 
Massachusetts, and that the mills were 
permitted to work as long ard as late 
as they please. How would this help 
them? By working longer hours they 
would merely be adding more and more 
to their stocks of unsold goods. In other 
words thev would be increasing their 
output, which even now seems to be 
far ahead of demand. 

Human nature is a very queer combin- 
ation, no matter how you take it, but 
there is nothing more curious in its va- 
rious manifestations than the ease with 
which sensible men deceive themselves. 
Here is a case where over-production or 
under-consumptiom (call it what you will) 
is the chief difficulty, and yet the claim 
is made that if the mills were permit- 
ted to produce more, work longer hours 
and abolish half-holidays, a large part 
of their troubles would vanish! Mr. 
Dingley is not our only native North 
American humorist. 

So here we have a grave industrial 
crisis described and practically -dis 
posed of by the folllowing logical meth- 
od: If the mills had to pay more for 
their raw material, they would be ip 
better shape: second, if they were al- 
lowed to work longer hours, the probleth 
of over-production would disappear. 

We assure our readers that The Con- 
stitution is not -responsible for the na- 
ture of these remarkable propositions. 
We have merely reduced them to & 
shape where their absurdity becomes 
apparent. And it is amazing that, in 
a section where ‘everything is disposed 
of in a practical and business-like way. 
so grave a crisis should be made 
such shallow arguments. 
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material nor labor laws, but under-con- | 


sumption. There ig no over-produc- 
tion either in the cotton fields or in the 
eotton factories above the normal de- 
mands of consumers in times of com- 
parative prosperity. The whole trou- 
ble is that the demand \gas fallen off. 
If the mills had quick and profitable 
sales for their goods the price df cot- 
ton would go up. 

The trouble of the mills is only a part, 
and a very small part, of the story. The 
real trouble igs with the people whose 
demand for goods makes trade active. 
They have no money to buy. They are 
not able to say to their wives and chil- 
dren, as they once did, “Go to the store 
and get what you want.” The lack of 
money is exhausting to credit. The 
people who make active markets not 
only have no money to buy, but their 
credit is gone, except in so far as they 
can mortgage their cotton crops a year 
ahead, or their farms. In short, they 
cannot secure legitimate loans, and if 
they could they would have to face 
the same difficulties again unless they 
can secure profitable prices for their 
goods. 

But the mill men of New England say 
they want “sound” money, which, in 
the lingo of the money lender, means 
money of high purchasing power. Well, 
they have it, and what igs the result? A 
part of it they are already experiencing. 
The rest of it they will come to before 
they get to the end of the long path 
over which the McKinley administra- 
tion is carrying the country. And if 
they save anything from the sapping of 
the storm, they will have to moye their 
mills to the south in the end. 


The Coming Industry. 

Within the last few years the putting 
up of canned goods has become one of 
the most important industries of the 
United States. Scattered throughout 
this country at the present time there 
are not less than 2,000 canneries, repre- 
senting the enormous capital of $75,- 
000.000. 7 

The industry is divided into four main 
branches, First comes the canning 
of food preparations. such as meats. 
cereals, soups and the like, in which 
branch some 5,000 persons are employed 
and capital amounting to $7,000,000 is 
represented. 

Next comes the canning of fruits and 
vegetables. In this important branch 
of the industry not less than 60,000 per- 
sons are employed, while the capital 
represented amounts to $30,000,000. This 
branch of the industry is carried on 
mainly in Maryland and New York. 

Still another important branch is 
concerned with the canning of preserves 
and pickles. In this branch of the in- 
dustry several thousand persons are em- 
ployed. As to the capital represented, 
it closely approximates $25,000,000. 

Last comes the canning of oysters, 
salmon and other kinds of fish, which 
employs some 15,000 persons, and repre- 
sents a capital of $13,000,000. The hard- 
ships occasioned by the late war be- 
tween the states greatly stimulated the 
canning industry in this country, but 
without the least interruption since that 
time the industry has steadily grown 
into its present extraordinary propor- 
tions. To what extent the south has 
shared in this industrial growth does not 
appear, but there has, nevertheless, been 
marked activity in the canning industry 
throughout this section.

Judge James R. Brown Has a Word. 


Editor Constitutign—I notice that Gover- 
nor Atkinson, in his annual message, for 
the second time, I believe, since he has 
been the chief executive of this state, recom- 
mended the passage of a law allowing the 
administrator, or’ family, of a party taken 
from the custody of an officer and killed, to 
recover from the county the full value of 
his life, which in no case should be less 
than one thousand dollars ° 

For the honor of the state, I am glad to 

be able to say that so far as I have seen, 
though I have not kept up very closely with 
the proceedings of the legislature, no mem- 
ber of either house has ever introduced a 
bill to carry that recommendation into 
effect. 
It does seem to me to be one of the most 
remarkable recommendations which was 
ever submitted to a civilized people. In the 
first place, it is a proposition to punish the 
innocent for the crime of the guilty. Take 
@ case, for instance, where a crowd of irre- 
sponsible men get together and lynch a 
party tor some great crime or supposed 
crime, and it is a proposition to levy a 
tax on the good, law-abiding citizens all 
over the county, who had nothing to do 
with the lynching, and would have prevent- 
ed it if they could, in order to pay at least 
a thousand dollars damage to the family 
of the party lynched. 

Its counterpart, or parallel, is found 
amnong the North American Indians, where 
if a party kills one of their kinspeople, the 
family of the party killed will Kili One of 
his kinpeople who had nothing to do with 
the first killing. 

In the second place, it would be a pre- 
mium on rape. lt says to those miserable 
brutes, if you go out and commit that awful 
crime, in comparison with which murder 
would be a virtue, on some good man’s 
Wife or daughier, and a mob, in their in- 
dignation, rise up and lynch you, the county 
Shall take care of your family and make 
them richer than they ever- dreamed of 
being, had the crime not deen committed. 

In the third place, it is allowing the 
family to recover large damage where 
there have sustained no injury. .Damage 
is properly given as a compensation for 
an injury sustained, and I insist that the 
family sustains no injury by the loss of 
a father or husband who is guilty of the 
crime for which most lynchings occur. 
And while I am not in favor of mob law, 
it does seem to Me that such a law as the 
one recommended by the governor would 
be a monstrous outrage upon the good peo 
ple of our state. And, after all that has 
been said, as long as human nature re- 
mains what it now is the only way to 
stop occasional lynchings is to stop the 
commission of the awful crime to avenge 
which the most of the lynchings of this 
country occur. We are taught in a mighty 
g00d book that the way of the transgres- 
sor 1s hard, but the tendency of legisla- 
tion and the teachings of politicians these 
days seem to be an effort to make it very 
easy. 

It is said that politicians usually do the 
things and advocate the measures which 
they think would be most popular, and 
would please the majority of the voters, 
and judging by that rule it would seem that 
they regard the criminal class as being 
in the majority. But, be that as it may, it 
is quite certain that the tendency of legis- 
lation these days is to make the criminal 
class more comfortable than they were be- 
fore conviction, and more comfortable 
than the honest laboring class, who are 
working hard and denying themselves and 
families, not only the luxuries, but a great 
many of the necessaries of life, to enable 
them to carry the burdens which are put 
upon them in order to make the way of the 
transeressor easy. 

Permit me to say a word on another 
question of a kindred nature. I see some 
member of the legislature has introduced 
a bill to abolish capital punishment so far 
as females are concerned, and it is said 
the object is to save the life of Mrs. No- 


es, 

When Adam and Eve violated God’s law, 
they both received the same punishment; 
both were turned out of the garden and 
told to go and make their living by the 
sweat of their face. And all through God’s 
book, wherever a penalty is prescribed for 
any sin or violation of law, it is the same 
for the woman as it is for the man. When 
Andanias and Sapphira kept back part of 
the price of their land, both suffered the 
death penalty; there was no distinction 
made on account of sex. And I would re- 
gret to see our lawmakers undertake to get 
wiser than the teachings of that book. Our 
legislature has long since undertaken to 
repeal or set at defiance Christ’s law upon 
the subject of divorces. He taught in lan- 
guage so plain that there cannot be two 
> peg as to what he meant that there 
should be but one ground for divorce, but 
our legislature comes along and says.there 
shall be several other grounds. 

With such God-defying legislation, -it is 
not a matter of wonder to a thoughtful 
man that wickedness and sin and crime are 
increasing in the land. A people who set 
God’s laws at defiance cannot expect his 
blessings. Whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap.

Editor Constitution—Under the above 
heading, in The Constitution of the 4th 


instant, we find the following paragraph: 

‘‘There are but two ways of accounting 
for the astounding and threatening growth 
of crime in Georgia and other states dur- 
ing the pfist few years. One is that the 
law is ineffectual and therefore rankly 
unjust to society, and the other is that the 
courts, by consenting to postponements and 
delays and in giving importance to tech- 
nical quibbles, are engaged in fostering 
crime.” 

In another column of the same paper we 
find the following: 

‘Mrs. Nobles, the doomed murderess, is 
occasionally visited. by sympathizing la- 
dies, who are desirous of giving the old 
woman some cheer. 


» “It is said that there will be a petition to 


the governor with more than a hundred 
thousand names of women signed to it 
asking that Mrs. Nobles be allowed to 
serve a lifetime sentence in the peniten- 
tiary instead of dying on the gallows.’’ 

In a recent charge to the grand jury of 
Spalding county, Judge Back said that 
‘“‘wnless there is a healthy public sentiment 
to sustain the courts, the courts are pow- 
erless,”” and this we all know to be true. 
But what kind of a sentiment is it that 
prompts 100,00 women—many of them no 
doubt among the most respectable people 
in the land—to join in a petition asking 
executive clemency for one who stands 
convicted of one of the most outrageous 
and revolting crimes known to Civillza- 
tion? Not one word in justification, not 
a scintilla of an excuse has ever been of- 
tered in her behalf, save that she is an 
ignorant old woman. ignorant she may be, 
but where is the man or woman Who Wouiu 
seriousiy contend that when sue was 
scheming with her black paramour for tne 
murder of her husband she was not aware 
of the enormity of the effense that she 
was about to commit? That sne is a wo- 
man and yet so lost to ail that 1s good, 
and pure, and noble, is to be regretted, but 
woman is authority for the assertivun that 
a mean woman is the meanest of ail God’s 
creatures. It is a matter of history that 
during the early days of our government 
“sonviction of crime, easily capable of 
proof, was not hard to obtain, and that 
death was pretty sure to follow conviction 
of those ¢er.mes most revolting to pwoblic 
sentiment.” Hence we find that during 
President Jackson's administration out of 
thirty-nine persons tried for murder thirty- 
five of them were convicted and twenty- 
two suffered the extreme penalty of the 
law. But coming down to recent times, it 
is found in a report of the attorney gen- 
eral in the years 1890, 1891 and 15892 that 
out of a total of 271 rsons indicted in the 
United States court for murder only sixty- 
three were convicted and only thirteen of 
the convicts tes to death. From this it is 
seen that within the memory of men now 
living the ratio of convictions to trials has 
declined from about 90 to 23 per cent, while 
the ratio of executions to trials has de- 


+elined from more than 56 to less than 4

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HEROES OF 1812.

Colonel John P. Fort is in possession of 
a quaint old roster which tells of the 
stormy days of 1812, when the United States 
fought Great Britain on the high seas, and 
the Spaniards and Indians on her southern 
land border. This is the roster of a com- 
pany of Georgia volunteers which served 
under Captain Tomlinson Fort, the father 
of Colonel John P. Fort, and the names 
therein will be recognized as among the 
best in Georgia. Foes 

The document is indorsed as follows: 

“A schedule of army and equipage furn- 
ished Captain Tomlinson Fort, copy, 24th 
August, 1812, at Block house, Davis creek, 
east Florida.”’ 

This certificate is also found on the re- 
verse side of the document: 

“State of New York. Copy. Sackett's 
Harbor, lith February, 1814.—1 certify that 
Captain Tomlinson Fort, of the Georgia 
volunteers, was severely wounded through 
the knee, the llth of September, 1812, while

In speaking of the battle in which Cap- 
tuin Fort was wounded, his son says: 

“My recollection is from an account given 
to me by my father, Tomlinson Fort. of 
the battle in which he was wounded is 
about this: In the campaign in Florida he 
left the blockhouse where his command 
was stationed to protect a wagon train 
that was bringing supplies to the fort or 
biockhouse, where they were stationed. 

‘It seems that the supplies in the wagons 
don pio oe by the Spaniards and In- 

ns without the command - 
house being aware of it. ‘etanes ene 
his command had to go 
called Twelve Mile swamp, 
miles distance from the blockhouse, near 
the river landing. About nightfall. as 
they were nearing the end of their journey 
the command was suddenly attacked in a 
Swamp after nightfall. The attack was 
made, as afterwards ascertained, by 125 
Spaniards and Indians, mostly Spaniards 
The fight was as close quarters, although 
neither party closed at a bayonet charge 
both sides firing at the flashing of each 
others’ guns. The night was dark and 
foggy. Neither Side had any protection 
except high grass and small bushes. After 
a persistent duel of nearly an hour the 
firing upon both sides about ceased and on 
gathering the men together there were but 
seven survivors, all, with probably one or 
two exceptions, more or less wounded.

“Among the last wounded was 
Tomlinson Fort, a rifle ball passing 
the Knee and lodging on the great nerve 
near the bone, It there remained forty- 
years, when it was extracted after giving - 
him untold pain for a lifetime. It was ex- 
tracted by his son, then a Physician and 
surgeon. The ball was a small rifle ball and 
had plainly the indentation of the front 
teeth of a man, upon it showing that the 
soldier in the excitement of loading his 
rifle had put the ball between his teeth 
before loading his rifie. A large detach- 
ment from the blockhouse visited the bat- 
tlefield next day and it was found that the 
enemy had retreated with most of their 
dead and wounded without waiting until 
day and without taking or capturing the 
dead and wounded of the United States 
trgops. Of the thirteen men left on the 
fi@id, a few were still alive but all even- 
tually died.

“The criticism upon this battle, if it may 
be so called by Captain Tomlinson Fort, 
Was that should his detachment have re. 
treated at the first fire, as was probably 
expected, they would all have been over- 
taken and massacred, unless some might 
have escaped in the increasing darkness, 
as daylight was not entirely gone when the 
battle commenced, but that a retreat should 
have been ordered eariier. It was after- 
wards ascertained that the enemy lost near 
forty men in killed and wounded. It ap- 
pears that my father, although a .captain, 
carried a musket, in accordance with the 
rules of the service. He informed me that 
he shot seven or eight timed during tne 
engagement.”

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Papa Lum Says She Is the Only Chinese 
Baby in Georgia. . 


WAS BORN LAST SATURDAY 


Her Father Conducts a Laundry at 181 
Whitehall Street. 


SHE’S A LITTLE CELESTIAL INNOVATION 


Her Mother Is the First Chinese Wo- 
man To Live Here—A Ro- - 
mantic Story. 


The Chinese colony in Atlanta is at pres- 
ent in a most joyful mood, and Lum Ling 
a young laundryman, is the envy of the 
entire celestial population of the city. 

The cause of the joy of the Chinaman 
is the arrival of a quaint little Chinese 
girl baby, who was born Saturday morn- 
ing at the laundry of Lum Ling at 18l 
Whitehall street. 

The combined pride and happiness of all 
the Chinamen in Atlanta cannot be com- 
pared to that of Lum Ling, the father, 
and Mrs. Lum Ling the mother. These two 
Chinese are the happiest in this country, 
and their colaborers who work in the 
laundry have taken on the same spirit, 
causing it to be the busiest place in the 
city. 

The little laundry on Whitehall has for 
the past few days been the scene of con- 
gratulations and Chinese manifestations of 
oriental joy: Lum Ling and his pretty wife 
have been the recipients of the good wishes 
of their friends. 

Since the arrival of the dark-skinned lit 
tle visitor the work of Lum Ling has been 
veritable play. He has stopped in the midst 
of his ironing to laugh and to go look at the 
little one and talk to it in the strange gib- 
berish of his native country, and per- 
haps just when he should be putting the 
finishing touches on a ghirt he pauses to 
peep at the celestial innovation.. 

This baby is the first Chincse child ever 
born in Atlanta and its mother is the first 
Chinese woman who has taken up her 
residence here. She and Lum Ling are both 
unusually good looking celestials. She is 
a medium-sized woman, with a bright, in- 
tellectual face, and he is what one would 
consider an unusually good looking China- 
man, and the most uncommon thing about 
him is the fact that he will deign to talk 
to an American. His happiness may, how- 
ever, be responsible for this. 

When seen yesterday Lum Ling was 
humming a song to. himself while arranging 
a package of laundry. The mention of his 
baby caused him to cease his labors and 
become a most interesting conversational- 
ist. His features underwent an entire 
change when he spoke of the little girl and 
his dark eyes beamed with pleasure. 

When asked if she was a good baby and 
if she was pretty Lum Ling said: 

“She fine baby, she no cry’ tall, jes’ sleep 


much. Everybody say she nice baby.’”’ 
Miss Lum Ling, Jr. 


When it was suggested that she was the 
only Chinese girl baby in Atlanta Lum 
Ling’s feelings seemed to be hurt and was 
quick in assurance that she was the only 
Chinese baby ever born in Georgia. Lum 
is almost as proud of this fact as he is of 
the baby herself. 

It is not usual that a girl is named after 
her father, but Lum Ling is not a man to 
aliow such a small matter as custom to 
interfere with him. He intends to have the 
entire honor of being the father of the first 
Chinese baby born in Georgia and wants 
his namé to live after he has passed away. 
For this reason and for others he will 
name the baby after himself. Her official 
title will be Miss Lum Ling, Jr. 

The baby and its mother are in a room 
in the rear of the Whitehall street laun- 
dry. The little girl is on a couch and the 
fine clothing placed about it is evidence 
that Lum Ling will rear his namesake in 
all the luxury possible, even if she does 
live in a laundry. 

The child is a fair-sized baby, and is 
prettier than one would suppose a Chinese 
baby to be. Its skin is of the peculiar 
color which marks its countrymen. It cooes 
and smiles just like any other child, and 
is quite interesting to watch. 

A large number of people have visited 
the laundry and looked at the baby. Lum’s 
pride has overcome his timidity, and he 
allows every one who calls while the child 
is awake to see it. 

One little girl who saw the baby ex- 
pressed great disappointment on account 
of the fact that it did not have a cue 
several feet long and because its head 
was almost bald ag that of any other 
baby. 


The Marriage of Mr. and Mrs. Ling. 
The story of the marriage of Lum Ling 


of her trip to America make an interesting 
story, and was printed last January at 
the time she arrived here. 

Eleven years ago Lum Ling decided to 
leave his native land and seek his for- 
tune in the laundry country of the world. 
He was in love with a beautiful young‘ 
Chinese girl, and before he left they were 
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married, parting with the unuerstanding 
that he should return and bring her to 
the great free country as soon 4s his 
fortune would admit of the expense. 

The ship on which Lum Ling came to 
America had been at San Francisco only a 
few hours before he had made arrange- 
ments to go to work. For several years 
he labored industriously and saved his 
earnings. Finally he acquired the ownership 
of a laundry and then his fortune grew very 
rapidly. 

He came to Atlanta finally and joined the 
Chinese colony and established a laun- 
dry at 181 Whitehall street. Here he was 
unusually successful and his bank account 
was of a size that would warrant his 
taking the trip to China and bringing his 
young bride to his home. 

His trip to China was a sensation in the 
local Chinese world, and he was the bearer 
of numerous messages and presents to 
loved ones. For himself he carried a mes- 
sage of love far more important than any 
entrusted to his care. 

After spending a short while in China he 
arrived in Atlanta the day after Christmas 
and with his young wife was welcomed by 
the Chinamen. They were the social gen- 
sation of the day and were lionized by 
the other celestials. 

Lum Ling and his wife were one of the 
very happiest couples to be seen anywhere. 
They had been separated ten long years 
and the separation had only increased their 
affection. 

It is safe to say that little Lum Ling, 
Jr., will receive all the caresses that two 
fond parents can pdestow on her and she 
will be reared in a luxury of a kind never 
before heard of in Chinese laundry.

HOW HE CUT THE THREE STEEL BOLTS 


The Story Now Told for the First 
Time—It Has Been Kept Se- 
cret a Month. 


A very interesting story of a cunningly 
concocted plan to escape from the Fulton 
county jail has just leaked out, the hero 
of which is old man Taylor Delk, who is 
now serving a life term in the penitentiary 
for murder. 

In the drawer of his tron safe Jailer 
Maddox has three heads of steel bolts, and 
he has kept them secreted for about a 


the bolts more than four weeks ago, and 
it would have been but a little while be- 
fore the murderer would have been at 
liberty if he had not been discovered. 

At his last trial, after being twice sen- 
tenced to be hanged, Taylor Delk was sen- 
tenced to serve a lifetime in the peniténtia- 
ry for the murder of Sheriff Guinn, a crime 
for which his son, Tom, was hanged. After 
béing sentenced Delk was brought to At- 
lanta for safe keeping until he could be 
transferred to the penitentiary. 

On the Friday night after Delk was sen- 
tenced, one of the jail guards was passing 
the door of his cell and heard a grating 
noise as of some one filing iron or steel. 
Delk had already aroused the suspicions of 
his guards, as he acted very peculiarly 
about a companion. When first brought to 
Atlanta Delk had earnestly begged to be 
allowed to occupy a cell to himself. The 
last time he came here he at once asked 
for company, and even went so far as to 
select the companion he wished, naming 
John McCullough, the alleged wife mur- 
derer, of Clayton county. McCullough. was 
placed in his cell, but it was not long be- 
fore the alleged wife murderer requested 
that he be removed from Delk’s cell. Then 
Delk asked for another companion, and he 
was given a white youth named Will Watts, 
who is now serving a short sentence in the 
county chaingang for misdemeanor. All of 
this made the jailers suspicious and that 
was why Delk’s cell wag watched, and 
when a queer noise was heard an investi- 
gation was begun. 

Two Saws and a Rope. 

Delk was found lying apparently asleep 
upon his cot, but a.search revealed the 
fact that he had in his possession two 
small saws, and it was further ascertained 
that with the saws he had cut off three 
heads of steel bolts which held the plates 
of solid stcel to the top of the cell. The 
loosening of two more bolts would have al- 
lowed him to pull downward the plate and 
then with his saws he could have cut a 
hole throvgh the wooden ceiling above and 
it would have then taken but little work 
to force an exit through the roof. 

Old man Delk had something more than 
the two saws. He had in his ceil a stout 
cord which was nearly a hundred feet in 
length. This was to be used to lower him- 
self from the roof of the jail to the yard. 
The whole scheme to escape had been care- 
fully planned, and it is the opinion of the 
jailers that the saws and cord had been 
slipped into the cell by some of the friends 
or relatives of the prisoner. When asked 
where he got the things Delk stated that 
they were given to him by Bohannon, one 
of the men who figured in the car robbery 
cases in Dalton recently. 

‘“Delk has made up his mind as soon as 
he was safe from the gallows,” said one of 
the jail guards yesterday, “‘to escape and 
keep out of the penitentiary. He had been 
posted about how the jail was @onstructed, 
and he knew just what he had to do to get 
through the roof. It must have taken him 
several nights to have cut the heads from 
the cell bolts, but that would have been 
his eastfest task. The old man was very 
cunning and we had to watch him all the 
while.”

THREATENS 10 CUT 


Through Rates frem Galveston te Denver 
Are Unusually Low. 


THEY DRAW EASTERN TRAFFIC 


Roads Can Afford To Take Business 
at a Light Charge. 


OTHERWISE CARS WOULD 60 EMPTY 


The Lone Sta: State Railroad Commis- 
sion May Force the Roads To Re- 
duce Locals.

The Texas railroad commission is threat- 
ening to force a reduction in local rates in 
order to bring them into line with the 
through rates from Galveston to Denven 
and other Colorado points. 

As shown in Sunday’s Constitution, the 
war between the New York and gulf port 
steamship lines has so demoralized rates 
that the railroads from Chicago to Denver 
have had to reduce their rates 40 per cent. 
This was because the steamers cut their 
rates almost to nothing and the railroads 
from the gulf ports to the interior west 
put in extremely low through rates. These 
rates drew a large traffic from the north 
which usuaily went direct west, around by 
the guif and up through Texas. The lw 
through rail rates are so far out of line 
with the local rates in Texas that the com- 
mission has taken the matter up for inves- 
tigation, with a threat to reduce the locals 
if the through rates remain as low as they 
are. 

The railroads can afford to haul large 
quantities of freight at a low rate from 
the gulf up into the west, because the 
freight cars would otherwise go back 
empty now. There is a heavy movement 
of grain to the coast. Ordinarily there 
would be no loads for them returning. As 
the cars have to go back to the grain field, 
it costs the roads very Httle more to haul 
them loade@ than to haul them empty. 
There is the loading and unloading and the 
increased locomotive mileage and con- 
sumption of fuel, but the cars have to be 
hauled back anyway. 

Colone] H. S. Haines, in his new book, 
entitled ‘‘Railway Management,”’ discussed 
this very point, showing that the element 
of cost of operation ought to be given due 
weight in rate making. Healso treats an- 
other point which is interesting in connec- 
tion with this Texas situation. He remarks 
that railroads are primarily built to ac- 
commodate local communities, therefore 
the people along the line ought to expect 
to pay the expenses of operating them; but 
if some through business can be obtained 
by the companies,the revenue derived there- 
from will reduce the amount to be collected 
from local fares and freights. He illus- 
trates it this way: If a railroad had to earn 
$600,000 a year and had only 100,000 bales of 
cotton frum which to raise that sum, it 
would have to charge $6 a bale for the 
transportation. Butif it can get 100,000 bales 
of through cotton at $1 a bale, there is cnly 
$500,000 to be collected from the growers 
along the road. They would have to pay 
only $5, against $6, if there was no through 
business. While the local planter might 
think it was discrimination against him, 
yet if the road could’not get the cotton at 
a rate higher than $1 per bale, that ap- 
parent discrimination has benefited the 
local farmer. 

This is a feature of low through rates for 
competitive business which is not usually 
thought of by the local shipper. 


DOES NOT GIVE UP. 


Theo Interstate Commerce Commission 
Pegs Away at Southern Rates. 


The interstate commerce commission has 
not very much luck in attempting to rev- 
olutionize the freight tariffs in the south, 
but the board sticks at it. Yesterday it 
began a hearing at Chattanooga, which 
city complains that the rates from the 
east are lower to Nashville and Memphis 
than the rates which it enjoys, although 
the freight may pass right through Chat- 
tanooga on the way to its destination. 

This complaint is similar to the one in 
the Social Circle case, except that the rates 
complained of there were from tht west, 
while these are from the east. The roads 
say. that the conditions are so dissimilar 
in regard to Memphis and Nashville that 
they are justified in charging less for the 
long haul than for the short haul, the lat- 
ter being included in the former. 

The United States supreme court recently 
rendered a decision in what was known as 
the Troy, Ala., case, which gives the rail- 
roads strong fighting ground in this Chat- 
tanooga cast. 

Chattanooga has the same rates from the 
east that Atlanta has, and if a change 
had to be made, it is very certain that 
Chattanooga would not get any benefit 
therefrom. 


WAGNER CARS STOP.

Merchants Are Going to Washingon 
To Help the Roads. 
Mate York, December 13.—About a dozen 
ere ants, | &@ number of railroad officials 
and committees representing the various 
associations of ticket brokers in the city 
are to appear before the railroad comm!s- 
sion at Washington December 17th at the 
hearing on the bill to prevent the sale 
tickets by the brokers not regulariy ap- 
Pointed agents of a railroad. 

The merchants who are to appear before 
the commission are members of the Mer- 
chants’ Association who were instrumental 
in securing the New York state law. The 
railroad men, backed by the Merchants’ 
Assoc.ation and the prominent bvsiness 
men of the city, are determined to have 
the bill passed if possible. They have tak- 
en to congress because the state law has 


and because there is a question as to its 
constitutionality with the point that it 
interferes with interstate commerce. 

The lawyers for the ticket brokers heve 
broveht up this question already. “he law 
applies to New York state railroads onlv 
and not to railréads that transact businéss 
under the laws of other states. A troker 
who buys or sells a ticket issued by any 
State railroad can be sent to prison for a 
term of not less than one year, though 
the value of the ticket might not be more 
than 10 cents. For that reason the brokers 
no longer handle New York Central or 
Lake Shore tickets. The law, however, 
cannot touch them for buying and selling 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and western 
tickets. 


CONTROL WATER FRONT. 


Railroads Said To Have Acquired Val- 
uable New York Property. 

New York, December 13.—According to 
The Herald, the trunk line railroads have 
succeeded in obtaining control of nearly 
the entire water front of Greater New 
York. It is claimed that independent lIight- 
erage men are not allowed to tcuch at 
their docks in many cases. In wther cases 
the railroads, it is said, do discriminate 
against independent boat inen, allowing 
them only 2 cents a, hundred rounds on 
freight. 

Rajlroad companies, it is also claimed, 
allowed each other 3 cents a hundred pounds 
on freight. It is also announced that many 
of the lighterage and barge c.cerns are 
going out of the business on account of 
the alleged discrimination.

CALVO SENT TO THE ASYLUM. 


South Carolina ‘State Printer Becomes 
Violent. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 13.—(Special.) 
The strain of years of struggle against 
what has seemed to others the inevitable 
ended today when Charles A. Calvo, pro- 
prietor of The Columbia Daily Register, 
was adjudged insane and committed to the 
asylum. His condition has been hopeless 
for months, but recently. on being returned 
here from a northern sanitarium, he became 
violent.

POLICE BOARD 
MET LAST NIGHT 


The Commissioners Hold Their Regular 
Meeting for December. 


BUSINESS OF THE SESSION 


injured Patrolmen Are Allowed Full 
Pay for Lost Time. 


NO ACTION ON THE POLICE MATRON 


Police Department To Be Written Up. 
Appropriations for the Next 
Year Claim Attention. 


The police board met last night tn regular 
monthly session, Mayor Collier being the 
only member absent. 

The meeting opened up with petitions 
from Patrolman H. L. Abbott for twenty- 
three days’ time while laying up with a 
broken leg; Patrolman D. F. Cook for five 
days’ time, and a doctor’s bill for having 
his throat cut by a negro; Patrolman Wal- 
ton, for two months’ time for a broken leg 
sustained by jumping off a street car. The 
petitions were all granted. 

The special committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the work done by the police matron 
asked for more time, which was granted. 

The report of the chief of polrce showed 
that during the month of Novetinber: there 
had been 975 city and 135 state cases; the 
fines*by the recorder amounted to $4,743.25, 
of which $2,004.75 was paid, $2,547.25 worked 
out on the streets, and the balance remitted 
and suspended. The chief referred to the 
murder of Patrolman Ponder and said that 
one of the best officers in the department 
had been shot down. He recommended au 
increase of the number of patrolmen, stat- 
ing that much territory in the city was ar 
times without the necessary police protec- 
tion. 

The report of the captain of the detective 
department showed that during the past 
mouth there had been good work done, aud 
gouds to the vaiue of $2,642 recovered and 
turned over to the owners. Captain Siaugk- 
ter gave a detailed account of the Ponder 
murder investigation and said that the cdse 
had been thoroughly worked upon every 
clew in the possession of the detectives. 
The captain also called the attention of the 
board .to the fact that the recorder had 
said he would not convict a man for run- 
ning a-blind tiger on the evidence of hired 
witnesses. 

Looking Out for the Future. 

A .member of the board stated that it 
was about time to prepare a financial state- 
ment for the incoming city council, and 
Chief Manly was was instructed to makw 
out a detailed statement of all the expen- 
ditures of the department for the past year 
With these figures as a basis, the board 
will ask the new council to make its esti- 
mated police appropriation for the next 
year. é 

The resignation of Patrolman J. R. Brad. 
berry was received and accepted. 

H. A. Schmidt, representing the Williarns 
Publishing Company, of Cleveland, O., pe- 
titioned the board to be allowed to write 
a history, illustrated, of the police depart- 
ment of Atlanta, the proceeds to go to the 
Police Relief Association. The petition was 
granted, provided a contract be drawn up 
which would in no way obligate the de 
partment financially. 

Divizing a Reward. 

A claim for a reward came up. Several 
trolmen N. A. Lanford and Seals, and af- 
ter the negro was behind the bars Janitor 
Jeff. Arnold discovered that the man was 
an escaped convict, for whom there was a 
reward of $25. The officers claimed that 
they would have ascertained this fact with- 
out the interference of the negro janitor. 
But the board decided that the janitor 
ought to have a share in the spoils, and 
they instructed that the reward be divided 
into three equal parts. 

Before adjourning the board inspected a 
number of pistols, with a view to purchas- 
ing about a hundred for the department.

;plot to blow up the general's house in 
Havana. But the Spanish authorities would 
not consent to his return. 

When Lanuza was first incarcerated he 
was kept in close confinement all the time 
in a dingy, foul-smelling cell in the cdstie. 
Some months later he was allowed the 
freedom of the corridors and occasionally 
was given a walk in the streets, it being 
impossible for him to escape on account 
of the high walls around the town. 

His food was scarcely enough to keep 
him alive. When he was sentenced he 
was stout and robust, as the accompanying 
cut shows, but now there Is a great change. 
He has lost perhaps thirty pounds, looks 
thin and delicate and is not the same man 
by any means. The long separation from 
his family and his suffering while in prison 
have told on bim. 

His unjust punishment has in no way 
lessened his enthusiasm for the liberty of 
his country, and he will continus to wark 
in that direction, believing that the end 
of Spanish domination is near.

A-new and beneficial feature will be in- 
troduced into military Mfe in Atlanta this 
winter. ‘ 

The members of the Governor’s Horse 
Guards are preparing to have an indoor 
rifle range, in which to practice while 
the rains and inclement weather of the 
winter months prevents them from prac- 
ticing on the outdoor range at Lakewood. 

The company has appointed a committee 
to select a building of sufficient length for 
& range of this kind and in a short time 
it will be ready to report to the com- 
pany. Several places have been looked at, 
but none of them decided upon. They de- 
sire a covered place of not less than 150 
feet in length, which ean be made com- 
fortable when the Temperature is low. 

The regular carbines will be used at prac- 
tice, -but the charges will. be reduced to 
such an extent that no damiage will be done 
and little noise will be made by the shots. 
Every. facility in the way of targets and 
regulations for the shooting will be brought 
into use, 

A number of the infantry companies have 
been contemplating the same thing for 
themselves and many may have them ar- 
ranged in a short time. Rifle practice is 
greatly encouraged by the officers of the 
militia, as it is considered an important 
part of the practice for the soldiers, Cap- 
tain C. C. Bradley, inspector of rifle prac- 
tice, approves of the -plan.

Georgia Stove Works Do Not Need 
Them andi Are Not Disturbed. 
The men who are now out ef worl: on ac- 
eount of the cut of 10 per cent in their 
wages by the Georgia Stove Works held a 
meeting yesterday morning in Federation 
hall and decided to reject the new seale of 

wages. 

The company says it is not disturbed by 
the quitting of the men and will not be 
inconvenienced in filling its orders, as they 


gre very few on hand. In speaking of the 


matter, Mr. A. 8S. Seals, vice president of 
the company, said: 

“The men quit because we can not now 
afford to pay them the wages we did when 
our business was brisk. 

“The yellow fever kept our men out of 
the infected districts, where we had a large 
trade. Our orders from this source have 
been cut off. The warm weather during the 
autumn has been such that people have 
not needed as many stoves aS usual, and 
low cotton has kept our products out of the 
country districts. 

“We cut the wages for these reasons. 
If the men want to come and work for 
what we offer they can do so, otherwise 
we do not need them and they can remain 
Out as long as they Hike. We have a few 
men, who will make our force as large as 
necessary. Only recently we reduced our 
number of workmen from thirty-five to 


twenty and we can do without them rritil. 


our trade improves. Some of the men 
wanted to lend us 4 part of their wages, 
but we did not wish to borrow, preferring 
to keep down expenses. Hat is the situa- 
tion as We see'it, but we are sorry we can- 
not employ all the men at the regular scale 
of wages.’’ @2 3

New York, December 13.—The market for 

securities offered every iappearance of 
breadth and strength, the buying being 
vigorous and aggressive and well distrib- 
uted. The fact was not to be_ ignored, 
however, that the stocks of southern and 
southwestern roads, which were favorites 
with the bulls last week, did not share in 
the advance proportionately, the price be- 
ing kept down by liberal offerings. A de- 
crease in earnings for the first week in 
December reported for Louisville and a 
.goniewhat unfavorable showing for ‘the 
game period by Chesapeake and Ohio may 
have accounted for this, but there was a 
suggestion of profit-taking in the movement 
of those stocks in the face of the general 
strength manifest elsewhere in the market. 
The jump in Sugar to 145% im the course ot 
the first hour stimulated the whole market. 
The dissemination of rumors that an extra 
dividend was again under consideration 
was the instrument employed to effect this 
rise, and the motive of it appeared in the 
heavy offerings at the higher level. The 


stock was supported, however, at a certain |

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ance at church, or to her believing in 
Christianity and following its teachings, 
will not give his consent to her being 
baptized. As a public official, he considers 
it right to keep himself and his family 
entirely separate from any parties among 
the people. He has no objections to urge 
against Christianity. It is with him only 
a matter of policy. He has given his con- 
sent to the elder daughter continuing to 
attend church, but has positively forbid- 
den the younger to do so. The grounds for 
this are as follows: The elder daughter is 
the heir of the house, and as such on her 
marriage will not change her name, but 
her husband will be adopted into her fam- 
ily and will take her name, This being the 
case, she will not be under her husband's 
rule, as will be the case with the younger 
sister, Who will become a member of her 
husband’s family; and therefcre the elder 
Sister can be a Christian, if she likes, and 
if her husband doesn’t like it, he can 
lump it. 

“It is quite possible that the younger 
daughter’s chances of making a good 
match (according to her father’s reasoning) 
might be serlously marred by her continu- 
ing .to.be a Christian, or it might lead to 
her being returned to her father after a 
short trial. The mother-in-law is noto- 
riousty. hard to get along with even in 
America, and it ig not at all likely that in 
Japan a zealous Buddhist would tolerate 


. very lowg a Christian daughter-in-law. Mr. 


Nishimura has, therefore, forbidden O Yone 
San to attend church, and has laid his com- 
meands on her that she shall give up 
Christianity, while her elder sister, O 
Tsune San, may do as she pleases. 

“A couple of months ago Mr. Nishimura

Mrs. Lipscomb on the Press. 


In the paper read recently by Mrs. M. A. 
Lipscomb, a member of the Woman’s Press 
Club of Georgia, before the Federation of 
Clubs in Rome, she beautifully expressed 
many sentiments pertaining to the press 
and the duties of the press woman. After 
a brief history of the Georgia woman's 
press club, in which she paid high tribute 
to the president, Mrs. Myrick, and: the 
secretary, Miss Woodberry, Mrs. Lipscomb 
said: 

“In making this report today I have the 
sense of two obligations resting upon me; 
the first is to encourage high order of work 
in journalism among women, and the sec- 
ond is to make an appeal in behalf of the 
purity of the press. ‘there are other sub- 
jects outside of recipe books and nursery 
vhymes inviting to , women. Understand 
me, I would not underrate housewifely 
graces and arts, but would broaden and 
e.evate them. The care of the home has 
become a science. Household economics 
should be taught in every school for young 
ladies. No education for giris is complete 
which leaves out of its curriculum the 
construction of a home, the preparation of 
food and the proper care of a household. 
But there are other subjects outside of the 
home where the impress of thought fro 
the educated, thinking woman is needed, 
subjects of both social and moral reform. 
I have often thought that if I could only 
have directed my early education I should 
have been a journalist, and I frankly de- 
clare if I were not a teacher I shou:d en- 
deavor to be a writer. I had rather today 
mold thoughts that would ennoble and in- 
spire the huntan race than be a Phidias or 
‘a Canova. I had rather paint pictures that 
would lift the imagination above the sor- 
did things’of this earth up to the glory and 
grandeur of God tham be a Raphael or a 
Michael Angelo. I had rather be the archi- 
tect of character than the architect of 6t. 
Peter’s. I had rather be the humble means 
of bringing purity into the press of this 
country than to be a Joan of Arce or a 
queen over any realm. It is for the purity 
of the press that I stand here toda 
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have no attack to ma upon anh 
paper, nor have I any excuse to make for 
any who use the power of the press for 
evil. Who will doubt that the press is the 
greatest power in this land woe | the 
power for the nation’s weal or woe? That 
manu or woman who uses this wer for 
the encouragement of vice, for the promo- 
tion of wickedness, for even the suggestion 
of crime, prostitutes the noble calling of 
journalism mes a party to the 
crime. Did it @ver occur to you what 4 
power there was in the law of suggestion? 
Every thought that passes through the 
mind suggests some other thought, and 
that thought is followed by feeling and de- 
sire. There has been many a case of in- 
cendiarism that never would have occurred 
had it not been for some sensational news- 
paper article. There has been many 4 
case of wife desertion caused by the #ug- 
gestive principle; many a case of ba 
robbery because the defaulter appeara Aa 
hero instead of a criminal; many a case 
of ruin and disgrace because of the fa- 
miliarity of the fall; many a case of suicide 
and murder because of the false sentiment 
as expressed through the newspapers. If 
you lived as 1 do, in a college town #ur- 
rounded by buth young men and young 
women, you would understand the earnest- 
ness of my plea for the purity of the press. 
When ] see young heads bowed over the 
narration of some dreadful crime, or the 
young freely discussing some recent scan- 
dal, the details of which are shocking tn 
the extreme, 1 feel a shudder of anxiety 
and fear come over me. Every thought 
that passes through the mind suggests 4& 
similar thought. Familiarity with crime 
lessens its horror. 

“As our bodies are nourished by the 
foods we feed upon, so also, are our minds 
nouri by the foed-we give them. Why 
is it that some of the newspapers of the 
day that go into the homes of culture and 
refinement, the homes of purity and inno- 
cence find it nccessary to pander to the 
taste of the low and vulgar? Why not en- 
deavor to uplift and ennoble the degraded 
and bring them up to a higher ievel rather 
than descend to theirs? Women of the fed- 
erated clubs of Georgia, you have a work 
to dv in standing for the purity of the 
press. It is not the mission of woman to 
report the degredation and crime of city 
slims, but the work of the police to search 
it ont and prevent it. Stand by the purity 
of the press; write of such things as will 
elcourage study and thought, which. will 
ennoble and exalt; which will inspire high 
ideals; which will build up character, not 
debase it. As you lIcve the daughters of 
your state, give your influence to. this 
work; as you value the characters of the 
young men of Georgia, give your time to 
this work. Understand me, I do not ask 
for the suppression of news, but I do ask 
for a daily newspaper that can be put into 
the hands of our young people; a paper 
where current events and topics can be 
studied without fear of the imagination 
being inflamed and the morals corrupted. 
When I hear of strong books, such as have 
recently come from the pen of women, 
whose influence is downright immoral, I 
feel ashamed of my sex, Like Goneril and 
Regan of the tragedy of Shakespeare’s 
‘King Léar’ they have blood enough in their 
veins to quicken their brains, but not 
enough to send the blush of modesty to 
their cheeks. 

“There is a serpent mn every bad. book, 
one in every sensational newspaper article, 
serpents that luckless feet do press upon 
and which turn about and sting you. Stand 
for the purity of the press. This is the 
message that I bring ta the federation of 
clubs today. Let us bend our united efforts 
in that one direction and we shall soon see 
the beneficent influence on the entire com- 
monwealth of our state. Encourage prog- 
ress in woman’s work, but remember that 
progress tends upward and not downward. 
Whatever else may be said of the late 
Charles A. Dana this is true .of him. As 
an editor of a pure, clean paper he was 
without a peer. On his escutcheon he 
leaves not one blot here, We have now in 
the state of Georgia several women who 
are ably conducting and controlling daily 
newspapers. I charge upon them the obli- 
gation of keeping their columns pure and 
clean. 

“No matter into what channels the new 
woman may lead us let the women of 
Georgia stand forever under the federated 
standard of truth, purity and right.”’

MUST GO TO JAIL 
“UNLESS HE PAYS 


Jury Decides Against Lawyer Foote in 
the Contempt Case, 


TEN DAYS OF GRACE ALLOWED 


Defendant Says He Is Sure To Secure 
New Trial. 


CASE HAS BEEN TWICE TRIED ALREADY 


Foote Is Said To Have Bought a Por- 
tion of the Greenberg Stock 
Prior to Assignment. 


Attorney Mord Foote, Jr., has been or- 
dered by the superior court to deliver to 
Receiver Travis within ten days the sum 
of $325. which, it is claimed, the attorney 
has.in his possession as funds arising 
from a sale of goods which were purchased 
from the Greenberg stock just before Mr. 
Greenberg failed ‘n business, 

The verdict of the jury yesterday which 
caused the order is the result of a long 
and tedious, yet interesting litigation that 
before Judge Lumpkin for sev- 

If Attorney Foote should de- 
cline to pay the money over to the re- 
ceiver, there will be an attachment for 
contempt of court and ser.ous complicat.ons 
may follow his refusal to obey the court's 
order. 

The story of the contempt proceed'ngs is 
one of interest to the public generally, as 
Attorney Foote is well-known in the city 
and is an active member of the Atlanta 
bar. The litigation in which Attorney 
Foote is the defendant began several 
months ago, when a demand was made 
upon him by Temporary Receiver Travis, 
who claimed $325 worth of goods was in 
Attorney Foote’s custody. The demand 
was not complied with and Receiver Travis 
asked the court to adjust the matter, so 
that he would know just how to proceed. 

Last spring Messrs. J. W. & E. C. Atkins 
filed a- bill for receiver and injunction 
against Messrs. Greenberg and others who 
were interested in a business in the city. 
Mr. J. J. Trav:s was appo-nted temporary 
réceiver and the assets of the firm were 
collected and held by the receiver. When 
the receiver made his report, he stated 
that certa‘n goods had been purchased 
from the stock by Attorney Foote, which 
would not be delivered to the receiver. It 
was alleged that the goods were purchased 
for the purpose of fraud and delay, and 
this was so stated in the receiver’s re-

port, which was presented the court at the 


time the litigation arose. 

Attorney Foote denied there had been 
any collusion and he stated that re bought 
the goods because the Greenberg firm owed 
him money and the goods were taken in 
part payment for the debt. The remnrinder 
of the debt, said Attorney Foote, was paid 
in cash. The defendant in the contempt 
proceeding’s denied he had secreted the 
goods and the allegations of the plaintiffs 
were vigorously denied in a lengthy answer 
that was filed by Judge James A. Anderson 
and Mr. George Westmoreland, counsel for 
Foote. 

Out of this litigation and general misun- 
derstanding came the charge of contempt 
of court brought against Foote. The case 
was tried in the superior court early in the 
summer, and the jury returned a verdict 
against Foote. The verdict was not satis- 
factory to the defense and a motion for 
new trial was granted. It was the second 
trial that was terminated yesterday and 
the jury again found against Foote. The 
court’s order that the money must be 
paid to the receiver within ten days wil! 
be of force unless a new trial is allowed. 
Attorney Foote stated yesterday that he 
would immediately ask for a new trial. 

The form of verdict which was submit- 
ted by the jury yesterday is different from 
that in usual litigation. It was prepared 
by the court and the answers to the ques- 
tions asked by the court were left blank 
so that the jury could fill them in as it 
saw proper. The form is as follows: 

“Did the defendant, Mord Foote, have 
in h‘s power, custody or control any pro- 
ceeds arising from the sale of any of the 
gooas formerly a part of the Greenberg 
stock at the time the receiver made de- 
mand therefor or not?’’ 

““Yes,’’ was the jury’s answer. 

“Is the defendant, Mord Foote, or not, 
withholding from the receiver or failing to 
pay over to him any of the money in his 
power, custody or control, constituting the 
proceeds ar.sing from the sale of the Green- 
berg stock or part of it?’’ 

“Yes,” wrote the foreman of the jury. 

“If yes, then how much?” ; 

“Three hundred and twenty-five dollars.” 

The pla'ntiffs in the case were repre- 
sented by Mr. George C. Spence. 


A NEGRO FIGHTS FOR LIBERTY.

Deputy Sheriff Buchanan, of DeKalb, 

Has a Tussle and Loses Prisoner. 

Deputy Sheriff Buchanan, of DeKalb 
county, had a hard fight with a cow thief 
Saturday on the Georgia railroad between 
Kirkwood and Decatur, in which knives 
and a pistol were freely use@. The negro 
escaped and has not been seen since. 

The prisoner ha@ sto!en a cow from W. E. 
McKinney, of East Atlanta, and the theft 
was reported to Mr. Buchanan, when he 
began a search for the man. He was 
found once, but escaped before he could 
be arrested. Saturday he was discovered 
again going along the railroad track to- 
ward Decatur. 

Buchanan called to his assistance Mr. 
Charles R. Jones and the two pursued him. 
They followed him for about a mile before 
they were discovered, and when at last 
they were seen it was in a long cut on 
that road. 

One went to one end of the cut and the 
second to the other, with the negro in the 
middle. The banks were too steep and 
high for him to climb. They began to 
close in on him. The negro walked on 
and was soon standing within a few yards 
of Buchanan, who drew his pistol and ar- 
rested the man, and started to the jail in 
Decatur. 

The negro proved obstinate and refused 
to go. The pistol was again brought into 
use, when the negro began to fight, and for 
several minutes all the parties had their 
hands full. Jones hit the negro several 
times over the head, but the nvrisoner final- 
lv broke away from the officer and ran. 
He was fired at four times, but none of the 
bullets took effect.

DRAFT ITS REPORT 


Work on the General Presentments Will 
Be Began Today. 


BODY MEETS AT 10 O’CLOCK 


Investigating Committees Will Get To- 
gether and Compare Notes. 


MUCH WORK REMAINS 10 BE DONE 


On Next Monday the Grand Jury Will 
Meet To Investigate Criminal 
Cases for January’s Court. 


The Fulton grand jrry meets this morn- 
ing to begin the work of making out the 
general presentments for the fall term of 
the superior Gourt. The presentments have 
not been begun as yet and the time for 
their presentation to the court is more 
than thirty days ahead, but even at this 
early date it may be of some interest to 
the public to know what the grand jury 
will recommend. 

The various committees recently appoint- 
ed to investigate the county departments 
and the offices-of county officials have held 
several individual meetings and the major 
portion of the work has been done, but the 
body as a whole has not met to compare 
notes. This meeting, which is called for 
this morning at 10 o’clock, may result ina 
general discussion of the results of the 
several committee meetings and the ideas 
and suggestions of the committeemen will 
be incorporated into the draft of the first 
presentments. 

In regard to the report of the condition of 
the county almshouse the present grand 
jury will follow the beaten path of other 
bodies before them. The committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the almshouse, the 
county insane asyium and the female con- 
vict camp will have nothing but kind words 
of approval for this depurtment of the 
county’s business. The report will show 
the places in good condition, the manage- 
ment excellent and the inmates contented 
well as persons in their predicament 
could be. Superintendent Hope will be 
congratulated by the grand jury and his 
management will meet with that body’s 
approval and indorsement. The report 
may recommend that some needed repairs 
and improvements be made at the alms- 
house, but these changes will not be urged 
if. after an investigation, it shou'd appear 
that they would be very expensive. 

The old tumble down, ramshackle jail, 
the target for all past grand juries, wil! 
escape its annual roast this time. The 
grand jurors will look upon the old building 
with silent pity, for before the session of 
another grand jury the county will have 
moved its prisoners in:ro the magnificent 
structure that is now near.y” complete. 
Sheriff Nelms has endeavored to keep the 
present jail as clean as possible and the 
wrand jury will commend him for his ef- 
forts in this direction. 

The county cOnvict camps under the 
supervision of Superintendent T. J. 
Donaldson wilt not be assailed by the re- 
port of the special committee that has 
been appointed to investigate the camps 
and examine into the cundition of the pris- 
oners. When the general presentments are 
drawn up and officially stg@ned there will 
be nothing in the nature of a roast for th'‘s 
Qepartment. In this report, however, sume 
suggestions will be made as to a few re- 
pairs that the committee wi:] recommend. 
There repairs, it is said, will be for the 
water supply and the better equipment of 
the fire apparatus of the camp. 

The convicts. at the river, handled by 
the lessees under the state contract, were 
being properly treated when the iInvestigat- 
ing committee from the grand jury called. 
This camp wiil be reported by the commit- 
tee as being in fair condition with proper 
management. 

The general presentments, as seen from 
present indications, will suggest some ma- 
terial changes in the administration of the 
justice courts and will urge an economical 
county government. Attention wil! doubt- 
less be called to the large number of tax 
defauiters and the vast sum that has not 
been returned by property owners. The 
action of the board of county commission- 
ers in making an appropriation for a field 
book in which to register the taxpayers 
will doubtless meet with the approval of 
the grend jury. 

So far as the grand jury’s investigations 
have been made, nothing indécates a roust 
for any special department and the county 
offices are being managed and conducted 
according to law. 

It has been intimated that the present 
grand jury would spring a surprise on the 
nublic when its presentments are returned. 
Whether this rumor is true cannot be said 
and the members of the grand jury, profit- 
ing from the experience of their predeces- 
sors, decline to discuss the situation from 
any standpoint.
